There’s happier news at home. “Bay 
Area Now 4,” Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts’ triennial survey of the city’s 
art scene, opens July 16. As senior edi- 
tor for arts and entertainment Kimber- 
ly Chun notes: 

“Bay Area Now 4 is particularly in- 
teresting in the wake of the rise of the 
Mission School (which we covered 
about three years ago to the date in 
Glen Helfand’s ‘The Mission School:

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Resolving the SAC issue 

It is my feeling that there needs to be a 
starting point for discussion and re- 
mediation, and that in the very visible 
actions of the Student Advisory Coun- 
cil and members of the school district, 
both sides had little opportunity to col- 
laborate to remedy the situation be- 
fore it got out of hand. Perhaps by 
missing crucial opportunities to meet 
and debrief, actions of both sides were 
blown out of context and misinforma- 
tion was spread around about both 
sides of the issue. 

With respect to the superintendent’s 
contract resolution, I do not feel that the 
SAC as a whole intended to personally 
attack the superintendent. Perhaps the 
author had not intended the resolution 
to be inflammatory, but that’s how it 
could be interpreted.

The eastern front 


tarting later this month, the Board of Supervi- 

sors will begin to grapple with the initial portion 

of a coming series of land-use changes that, 
collectively, will transform San Francisco’s eastern 
neighborhoods from being the home of the city’s 
light-industrial and production (including arts- 
production) businesses into a set of “new neigh- 
borhoods” featuring market-rate condos in the 
highest residential towers in city history. 

Currently under planning review are nearly 
2,800 acres in the South of Market, Mission, Cen- 
tral Waterfront, Potrero Hill, Showplace Square, 
Bayview—Hunters Point, and Vis Valley neighbor- 
hoods. It’s the largest San Francisco land area ever 
to be considered for rezoning. These “eastern neigh- 
borhoods,” as they are called, contain businesses 
that currently employ more than 40,000 people in 
light-industrial and production jobs. Some 35,000 
or so new housing units — the overwhelming ma- 
jority of them market rate — could be built, near- 
ly doubling the number of homes now in these 
neighborhoods. 

The Rincon Hill Plan, now before the Board of 
Supervisors, is the first of these neighborhood- 
transforming initiatives coming from the plan- 
ning department. It calls for some 3,500 units of 
market-rate condos in a series of 550-foot towers 
just south of the current Transbay Terminal. These 
condos will hasten the gentrification of the South 
of Market area, pour thousands of car trips a day 
into an area poorly served by public transit, and in- 
stigate a transformation of the entire eastern por- 
tion of the city. 

These and other impacts of the plan were 
brought to the attention of the planning commis- 
sion by a hardy coalition of South of Market com- 
munity groups drawn heavily from the social-serv- 
ice and immigrant-serving community-based non- 
profit sector. The commission, responding to the 
demands for protection of existing lower- 
income residents, raised the proposed developer 
fees, called for more extensive affordable housing 
mitigation, and passed the matter on to the Board 
of Supervisors. 

The Newsom administration wants the plan ap- 


proved quickly, with few or no questions asked. 
But questions demand to be asked — not only 
about the Rincon Hill Plan but about the entire 
eastern neighborhoods transformation, especially 
when it’s linked, as it is geographically, with the con- 
temporary hype of the “bio-tech boom” new econ- 
omy (which, if history is a guide, will be followed 
by a coming “bio-bust”). In the same eastern neigh- 
borhoods, hospital facilities are imploding with 
the announced closure of St. Luke’s and the very 
real possibility of SF General moving to UCSF’s 
new campus at Mission Bay. 

Crucial issues — who will live here, who will 
work here, and who will get health care here — are 
all wrapped up in these decisions, and no one 
seems to be paying much attention to them. The 
future of the eastern neighborhoods — the home 
of the left-labor vote in San Francisco — is criti- 
cal to our collective future. Left, labor, and pro- 
gressive environmental, transit, and health advo- 
cates must join with affordable housing and social- 
service providers active in these neighborhoods 
and community and neighborhood organizations 
already struggling with complex urban planning 
processes. 

To that end, a housing justice summit has been 
called for July 16 at St. Boniface church, in the Ten- 
derloin, to bring tenant organizations, neighbor- 
hood-preservation and land-use organizers, and 
advocates for affordable housing and for the 
homeless into an initial dialogue about the need 
for a comprehensive agenda to be placed before 
the Board of Supervisors over the next two years, 
when these eastern neighborhood plans will come 
before them. 

But that is only the beginning. We need organ- 
ized labor, health and human service providers, 
and environmental and neighborhood activists 
from all over San Francisco to begin to take these 
plans seriously and devise new and better initiatives 
to meet the needs of existing residents. 

It is only our future at stake here, folks.

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After London 


n the wake of the World Trade Center attacks, 
fess took the lives of 2,948 people, the London 

Observer suggested that the bombings in London 
last week, which killed at least 50 and left some 700 
injured, seemed almost a relief: “It could have 
been, and was always thought likely to be, signif- 
icantly worse,” the paper noted. 

That's little condolence to the families of the 
people who died — horribly, tragically, and (in 
the awful hallmark of most terrorist attacks) ran- 
domly. As the New York Times put it, people who 
overslept and missed the bus lived; people who 
caught the train on time died. There’s no way to 
minimize the damage to London, the UK, and the 
civilized world that this sort of attack leaves behind. 

But the Observer had an important message: 
This isn’t, and won't be, the end. Only a fool would 
try to believe that the attacks on Western cities are 
over. It will almost certainly happen again, and it 
will probably happen here. 

This international insecurity, this feeling that any 
one of us could be killed any time we climb on a 
bus, train, or plane, is the price that we pay for the 
invasion of Iraq. 

At this point it’s not entirely clear who set the 
bombs, and British leaders are loudly denounc- 
ing any suggestion that there’s a connection be- 
tween Iraq and the bombings. But as Gary Younge 
points out in the Guardian of London, that’s “the 
deepest denial.” 

Prime Minister Tony Blair, Younge wrote in a 
poignant essay July 11, “is not responsible for the 
more than 50 dead and 700 injured on Thursday. 
In all likelihood, ‘jihadists’ are. But he is partly re- 


sponsible for the 100,000 people who have been 
killed in Iraq. And even at this early stage there is 
a far clearer logic linking these two events than 
there ever was tying Saddam Hussein to either 
9/11 or weapons of mass destruction.” 

Younge continues: “What [Prime Minister Tony 
Blair] would not acknowledge is that his alliance 
with President George Bush has been sowing the 
seeds and fertilising the soil in the gulf, for yet more 
to grow. The invasion and occupation of Iraq — il- 
legal, immoral, and inept — provided the Arab world 
with one more legitimate grievance. Bush laid down 
the gauntlet: You're either with us or with the ter- 
rorists. A small minority of young Muslims looked at 
the values displayed in Abu Ghraib, Guantanamo Bay 
and Camp Bread Basket — and made their choice.” 

Immediately after the London. bombing, the 
US Department of Homeland Security increased 
the alert level on trains and buses to “orange” — 
whatever that means. The TV news showed pic- 
tures of BART police officers patrolling the subway 
with dogs (who presumably were trained to sniff 
out explosives). Passengers were warned (again, as 
always) to report anyone or anything suspicious (as 
if the well-trained terrorists were going to do any- 
thing obvious enough to attract suspicion). 

None of that will make any of us any safer. 

There’s only one way to decrease the danger, and 
that’s to acknowledge that the invasion of Iraq 
was a terrible mistake and announce a timetable 
for withdrawing all coalition troops. Until that 
happens, the carnage — in Iraq, in Europe, and 
quite possibly in the United States — will only 
continue. ** 


School funds, 


coughed up another $13.4 million for San 

Francisco this year, and Sup. Tom Ammiano, 
with the support of Mayor Gavin Newsom, is 
proposing that the money go directly to the 
school district. In general that’s a fine idea: The 
city has grave financial problems, but the school 
district’s situation is even more dire (and the 
district has far less ability to raise revenue through 
taxes or fees). In fact, the district is so short of 
cash that it’s closing schools and forcing staff 
into involuntary furloughs. 

The details of the plan are a bit complicated. In 
essence, the city would be giving the district an 
advance on money that is slated to be allocated next 
year under Proposition H, a 2003 law that allows 
the city to send cash to schools for certain pro- 
grams. Some, like school board member Jill Wynns, 
argue that the district should refuse to spend the 
money a year early, but the cash infusion would ac- 
tually give the schools more flexibility — and could 
prevent some painful cuts this year. 

But the supervisors shouldn’t just hand the 
money over without some very clear conditions 
that ensure accountability and transparency in the 
way the district operates. 

We're getting increasingly nervous about Supt. 
Arlene Ackerman. Her tendency toward arrogance 
and isolation has become more and more pro- 
nounced lately; as we reported June 29, she won't 
even meet with board members who criticize her,

won't meet with the teachers union, and lashes 
out at students who dare to challenge her policies. 

But the biggest problem with giving her more 
money is that she still refuses to comply with the 
city’s Sunshine Ordinance — or even accept 
modestly increased calls for openness in the 
district. 

And as Robert Haaland, a staffer with Service 
Employees International Union Local 790, points 
out on his lively and useful blog, www.leftinsf.com, 
there’s no independent auditor checking the dis- 
trict’s spending or analyzing the budget. 

So this is a great opportunity for the supervisors 
—who have no direct authority over the schools 
—to demand some reforms. It’s simple: The board 
should offer to turn over the $13.4 million, if, and 
only if, the school board agrees to the following: 

* Adopt a resolution to put the district under 
the Sunshine Ordinance (except where that law 
conflicts with student privacy rights or the state 
education code). 

Hire an independent budget analyst. 

“© Direct Ackerman to rescind her gag order, 
which requires all school district staff to inform her 
office in advance before talking to the press or 
the public. 

Those are all easy steps that should be no-brain- 
ers for the school board. We'd love to see the schools 
get another $13 million. The supervisors should say: 
Take a couple of minor steps towards accountabil- 
ity, and the money’s yours.

San Francisco Chronicle publisher Frank Vega, facing the 
possibility of a damaging strike, is doing some serious 
saber-rattling to intimidate employee unions and has 
sent a memo to managers describing dramatic proce- 
dures that will be put in place if there’s labor action this 
summer. 

The new publisher has taken an aggressive bargain- 
ing posture with the half-dozen unions whose con- 
tracts ended July 1, demanding steep pay and benefit 
rollbacks, layoffs, and greater management authority to 

. unilaterally make further changes in working conditions. 

Vega said he intends to continue publishing the Chron- 
icle every day through any strikes or lockouts, and June 28 
he issued a letter and detailed plan to the 300 manage- 
ment employees who would work through a job action. 
Despite stern warnings in the first paragraph that “your 
fellow employees could be jeopardized if this information 
becomes public,” the documents were leaked to union 
members who furnished a copy to the Bay Guardian.

proach and cross the line. Be prepared to stop quickly if 
a picketer steps in front of you to try to get your vehicle 


to touch him”) and procedures for “If you are arrested - 


or detained by law enforcement personnel, and that ar- 
rest or detention is as a result of you providing services 
to the San Francisco Chronicle.” Vega encourages em- 
ployees to call the paper’s “Incident Command Cen- 
ter,” at 764-2855, to report any problems or concerns. 

Chronicle spokesperson Patricia Hoyt (who returned 
the call we placed for Vega) said the newspaper has 
about 300 managers and other exempt employees who 
would work through any job action and they would 
hire more temporary workers if needed. “We will go to 
outside resources to get the job done as needed,” she said. 

As the contracts were about to expire, Vega hired 
the same security firm that he used to battle strikers in 
Detroit, Vance International, an elite company started 
by former Secret Service agents that specializes in se- 
curity for celebrities and companies facing strikes. At the 
same time, the company installed dozens of new secu- 
rity cameras around Chronicle facilities in San Francis- 
co and Union City, particularly in the work areas of the 
San Francisco Web Pressmen and Prepress Workers’ 
Union, which has been the most militant of the six 
unions now in negotiations. 

That union’s president, Tony Price, said the cameras, 
security, and unbending demands indicate Vega’s desire 
to break the unions. “Our fear is that they are pushing us 
to lockout,” he said. 

Hoyt said the cameras are for the safety of employees 
and protection of the facility. “We're prepared, and we're 
doing what we need to do,” she said. 

The pressmen union held a raucous rally in front of 
the newspaper on July 11, taunting the publisher, who 
earned the nickname “Darth Vega” in Detroit, and pledg- 
ing to stand strong against what their signs labeled 
“Chronicle/Hearst Corp. Union Busting.” 

“We aren't going to let union busting happen here in 
our town,’ said Tim Paulsen, executive director of the San 
Francisco Labor Council, one of a wide variety of labor 
activists who showed up to march in solidarity with 
the pressmen and four other Chronicle unions. 


Yet conspicuously absent were representatives from the 
paper's largest union, the Northern California Media 
Workers Guild, which represents 870 editorial, adver- 
tising, and circulation workers. Price said that guild di- 
rector Doug Cuthbertson had pledged to show up and 
speak, but Price tried several times to call him or some- 
one from the guild up to the stage, to no avail. Cuth- 
bertson also didn’t return our calls seeking comment. 

The guild has remained publicly mum on the status 
of its negotiations. President Michael Cabanatuan (a 
transporation reporter at the paper) responded to our in- 
quiries with an e-mail that said “There really isn’t much 
to say at this point. We're still talking, we've taken no 
strike vote and set no strike deadline. All our efforts are 
focused on reaching a fair contract that helps the news- 
paper while protecting our members.” 

Indeed, most rank-and-file guild members profess 
to know little about the status of negotiations, while 
the few who do claim to know something grumble that 
the guild hasn't stood strong against management, let- 
ting employee grievances go nowhere and citing ru- 
mors that the guild has already agreed to up to 50 layoffs 
and one less week of vacation time for senior staff. 

Perhaps even more critical to the unions’ ability to ad- 
vocate for their members are Chronicle demands for 
greatly expanded “Management Rights,” usurping much 
of the control over working conditions and job classifi- 
cations that unions now enjoy. 

“We've tried to bargain, but they aren’t wanting to bar- 
gain,” Price said. “Ninety percent of their proposal is about 
control. It's not only the economic concessions; it’s designed 
to break down the rights that we've fought to retain.” 

In the paper’s latest proposal to the pressmen union, 
a June 15 document obtained by the Bay Guardian, the 
“management rights” section is one of the longest and 
most detailed, claiming many rights that are now subject 
to collective bargaining and declaring, “The Employer 
shall not be required to bargain with the union con- 
cerning actions taken pursuant to this provision of the 
Agreement.” One press worker told us it would effectively 
create “company-sponsored unions.” 

To get an expert opinion on the provisions, we sub-

Muni union tells members to shut up 


and drive

As the sun sank July 6, Victor Grayson 
stood in the courtyard of Martin De 
Porres Hospitality House, a soup 
kitchen on Potrero Avenue founded by 
the dissident Catholic Dorothy Day. 
Grayson was there to address a loose- 
knit alliance of young, punk activists 
who think San Francisco Muni riders 
should refuse to pay their buck and a 
quarter if the mass transit system starts 
slashing bus routes, jacking up fares, 
and canning employees. The group is 
calling for a “social strike” (see www. 
socialstrike.net) and also encouraging 


drivers not to collect fares if Muni, . 


which is hurting from a major cash 
crunch, goes forward with austerity 
measures. 

Predictably, Grayson — a sharp cat 
who’s been a Muni driver for 10 years, 
piloting buses on a number of lines 
through the Richmond District, the 
Marina, Laurel Heights, Cow Hollow, 
and other areas — is not Muni’s fa- 
vorite son right now. 

Interestingly, he’s also in deep shit 
with his own union, the Transport 
Workers Union Local 250-A. 

The beef dates back to June 17, when 
Grayson and fellow driver Bari 
McGruder were quoted in a 530-word 
San Francisco Examiner story pushing 
the idea of a one-day walkout and dog- 
ging both Muni managers and the 
TWU. “Union leadership and Muni 
management have been in bed for 
years.... It’s time to put the cards on the 
table and say it’s time to stop,” Grayson 
told the Ex. 

Union honcho Bill Sisk responded in 
print by painting McGruder and 
Grayson as members of a “small group 
of insurgents” and said they would be 
fired for any renegade work stoppage. 
No strike ever materialized. 

Now Sisk and company are trying 
to oust the duo from the union — it 
seems freedom of speech has no place 
in the labor movement. After the story 
ran, the union sent Grayson and Mc- 
Gruder letters saying they'd been sus- 
pended from the organization for vio- 
lating its constitution and bylaws. 

The letter accused the two of “mali- 
ciously publishing or circulating” false 
information about the union, “using 
the name of the local union” for an 
“unauthorized purpose,” damaging the 
“interests and welfare” of the union, as 
well as improperly threatening to strike. 

“This is frivolous,” Grayson said. 
“Tm not the enemy. I’m not laying peo- 
ple off.” Muni is in the process of in- 
creasing fares by 25¢, trimming routes, 
and axing 150 drivers in a bid to close 
a $57 million budget hole. 

“They said we were doing something 
detrimental to the union by speaking 
out,” added McGruder, an eight-year 
veteran who plies the 38, 9, 14, and 15 


lines. “I have the right to speak what I 
feel.” 

The union, which represents rough- 
ly 2,000 workers, ratcheted things up a 
notch June 28, hauling the pair before 
a tribunal of three union members who 
assessed their alleged offenses and eval- 
uated their loyalty. The hour-and-and- 
half-long quasi-trial was held at the 
TWU’s Fillmore Street headquarters. 

“They tried to say we're airing the 
union’s private business,” McGruder 
explained. “That’s garbage. There’s no 
gag order in the bylaws.” 

At UC Berkeley’s Labor Center, chair 
Katie Quan was a little surprised by 
the situation. “In the union movement 
it’s very common for rank-and-file 
members to criticize their leaders,” 
Quan said, noting, however, that “it 
usually doesn’t happen in public” for 
tactical reasons. 

“Rarely, rarely have I heard of mem- 
bers being brought up on charges” for 
challenging union officials, she said. 

Apparently, TWU 250-A doesn’t 
want to talk about it. Sisk and other 
officials didn’t return numerous phone 
calls made over a four day period. We'll 
take that as “no comment.” 

The tribunal has yet to issue a ruling, 
though it could suspend the pair for a 
year, which would essentially strip them 
of most union privileges during that 
time, like the right to vote in elections 
and have access to a shop steward should 
a dispute arise with management. 

From what we can tell, the union is 
behaving a tad hypocritically about the 
whole thing. While union bigwigs harsh 
on McGruder and Grayson, they’re 
showing a very different face to the 
city. Anticipating that city officials 
might come down on the duo, Sisk sent 
a letter to Mayor Gavin Newsom and 
outgoing Muni honcho Michael Burns, 
telling them not to even think about 
sanctioning Grayson and McGruder 
for their comments in the press. 

“These members are obviously act- 
ing on their own,” Sisk wrote in the 
June 17 missive. “However, we wish to 
state as well that this union will not 
stand by idly should management un- 
fairly discipline or retaliate against any 
member of this union for exercising 
his/her rights as American citizens and 
employees of Muni of free speech.” 


And while Sisk is punishing Grayson — 


and McGruder for talking about a wildcat 
strike, he enthusiastically backed cable car 
operators who walked out in March, an ac- 
tion for which the union is now being sued. 

McGruder is peeved about the situ- 
ation: “It’s bad enough we have to fight 
management, but now we're fighting

Poor patients 


Sutter Health ousts the only doctor at Davies who 
regularly treats low-income patients

Dr. Richard D. Rider is an old-school general practitioner who inspires near-fanatical loyalty in his patients. 

Rider, 81, has been caring for low-income people for more than 50 years. Up to three-quarters of his patients are en- 
rolled in Medi-Cal or Medicare. And for the past 35 years he has been working out of Suite 338 at the Davies campus 
of the California Pacific Medical Center. He has renewed his lease 10 times without difficulty. 

But in March, Rider received word that he would have to move out of his office this summer. “Given the long-term 
needs of CPMC and its physicians, your lease will not be renewed,” CPMC medical director Dr. Allan Pont wrote. 

Pont didn’t return the Bay Guardian’s calls for comment, but CPMC spokespeople told us the hospital is reorgan- 
izing office space as it undergoes seismic improvements required by the state. Rider’s space, they said, was needed for 
another physician. 

Rider and some of his patients don’t buy the explanation — and fear he is being targeted because of the clientele he serves. 

Ray Guiducci has been seeing Rider for four years — ever since Guiducci was hit with a hammer to the head. He lay 
near the Berkeley BART station for several hours before his body was discovered. By the end of the ordeal, he had se- 
vere brain damage, and he soon lost his job and his home. 

As a Medi-Cal holder, Guiducci found himself unable to find the proper treatment — until he went to Rider. He told 
us Rider saw him every month during his recovery. “Dr. Rider saved my life,” said Guiducci, who now has a home and 
has spent hours contacting public officials and the media about Rider’s impending eviction. 

Rider — who is the only physician in his building who regularly accepts Medi-Cal patients — told us CPMC, which 
isrun by Sutter Health, seems more interested in accommodating neurosurgeons and other high-end specialists than 
traditional doctors like him. 

“Last October, Dr. Pont suggested that I retire,” Rider said. “When he knew that I wouldn't, suddenly they wouldn’t 
renew my lease.” 

CPMC spokespeople told us the hospital offered to help Rider find a new office, but none of the letters they sent to 
the doctor say anything of the sort. Meanwhile, as the July 1 deadline for Rider to move approached, he had to undergo 
major surgery. CPMC granted him a temporary delay, but remained adamant that he vacate as soon as possible because 
another physician was preparing to move into the space. 

Rider told us the urgency seemed peculiar since the suite next to him had been empty for six months. “If a physician 
needs the space, why don’t they move them there?” he said. 

Then, on July 8, CPMC spokesperson Chris McMurrey called us to say Rider would be allowed to stay in his office 
for at least six more months. When asked how this would affect the new physician that was meant to take Rider’s place, 
McMurrey answered, “We have bent over backwards for Dr. Rider. This retrofit is complicated.” 

When we called Rider for his reaction, he was still packing in preparation for the move. CPMC representatives had 
not yet informed him of the extension. And though Rider was delighted by the news, he remained skeptical: “I won-

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Monitoring malcontents 


Why do the governor’s critics kept finding themselves targets 
of strange police scrutiny?

Criticizing Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
can be risky business these days. It’s a les- 
son that a small but growing number of 
activists have learned in recent months, 
after speaking out against the governor’s 
policies and being subjected to unset- 
tling police scrutiny. 

The most recent incident was exposed by 
the San Jose Mercury News, which obtained 
evidence that the National Guard moni- 
tored members of CodePink and the Raging 
Grannies, families of soldiers killed in Iraq, 
and others who attended a small Mother’s 
Day protest in Sacramento May 8 calling on 
the government to bring the troops home. 

The proof was e-mails providing de- 
tails about the rally that were sent to high- 
ranking National Guard officials. 

“Forwarding same to our Intell. folks 
who continue to monitor,” read a reply 
e-mail by Col. Jeff Davis, who was charged 
with, among other things, overseeing a 
new intelligence unit until his retirement 
four weeks ago. 

National Guard public affairs director 
Lt. Col. Douglas Hart assured the Bay 
Guardian that the monitoring was limit- 
ed to watching local newscasts of the 
Mother’s Day event. But we may never 
know: The Guard erased Davis’s com- 
puter hard drive on the very day Cali- 
fornia senator Joseph Dunn indicated he 
was launching an investigation and called 
on the Guard not to destroy any evidence 
related to the intelligence unit. 

Hart said they always clean and reissue 
the computers of former employees. “We 
do this anytime someone leaves the Na- 
tional Guard,” he said, adding that they’ve 
since retrieved most of Davis’s hard-drive 
data. The National Guard’s inspector gen- 
eral, judge advocate general, and “intelli- 
gence folks at the national level” con- 
ducted investigations, Hart said. “My un- 
derstanding is that they didn’t find [any 
violations].” 

Although the story got picked up 
by several TV newscasts, most accounts 
failed to note that the National Guard 
was alerted to the Mother’s Day rally 
by none less than the governor’s press 
office. 

Schwarzenegger assistant press secretary 
Julie Soderlund told us that her office reg- 
ularly tells other agencies about events so

mitted them to Mike Whitty, who is teaching business ethics 
this summer at USF Business School and is based out of the 
University of Detroit Mercy, where he had the opportunity to 
study Vega during the Detroit newspaper strike. 

“Unless we accept the management clause language as sim-- 
ply an opening ploy to bargain from, the nature of the sweep- 
ing language implies a total philosophical rejection of shared gov- 
ernance under a collective bargaining agreement,” Whitty said. 

Hoyt would not discuss management rights or any specific 


they can be informed if they receive calls 
from the media. 

“It’s standard operating procedure,” 
she said. 

The Mother's Day rally called for Na- 
tional Guard members serving abroad to 
be brought home, so naturally the Guard 
should be informed, she argued, adding 
that the e-mail was-cut and pasted from 
an Associated Press Daybook entry and 
sent by a low-level press aide. CodePink 
activists suspect there may have been 
more to it than that. 

“CodePink has been very outspoken 
ever since Schwarzenegger announced he 
was running for governor,” Natalie Wor- 
mali told us. A cofounder of CodePink’s 
Davis chapter and one of the activists 
present at the Mother's Day rally, Wormali 
is blind, wheelchair-bound, and suffers 
from multiple sclerosis — not exactly the 
prototype of a potentially dangerous ter- 
rorist. “But I’m a lawyer,” she said, “so 
that’s a threat.” 

Weird and disturbing as it might be, 
the Mother’s Day monitoring doesn’t 
seem to be an isolated incident. 

Five months ago Kelly Di Giacomo, a 
registered nurse at Kaiser hospital in 
Sacramento, was detained and questioned 
for an hour by California Highway Patrol 
officers providing security for the gov- 
ernor, Her crime: attending the premier 
screening of the Hollywood blockbuster 
Be Cool in her nurse’s uniform. 
Schwarzenegger was also at the film show- 
ing, and members of the California Nurs- 
es Association protested outside. 

“T had no intention of rushing the 
stage, shouting at the governor, or any- 
thing like that,” Di Giacomo recounted. 
Yet several days later she recetved what she 
described as a “harassment phone call” 
from the CHP asking her the same ques- 
tions they'd put to her before. 

Earlier that month, the Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Department had grounded a 
small plane towing a banner that read, 
“It’s no party for nurses, patients and 
students — Arnoldwatch.net,” after it 
had made its first pass over Schwarzeneg- 
ger’s home in Brentwood. It was Feb. 6, 
Super Bowl Sunday, and critics of the 
governor were holding a demonstration 
outside his house as he hosted a Super 
Bowl patty. 


Two days later Donna Gerber, director 
of government relations for the Califor- 
nia Nurses Association, said she saw two 
uniformed LASD deputies photograph- 
ing activists at a press conference and 
rally at the steps of the state Capitol, in 
Sacramento. 

“That’s something no one has ever ex- 
plained to our satisfaction,” Carmen Bal- 
ber, a consumer advocate with the Foun- 
dation for Taxpayer and Consumer 
Rights, told us. Balber said she made nu- 
merous calls to the LASD over a 10-day 
period immediately following the two 
incidents, and filed a complaint. 

“T never received any follow-up calls or 
written proof that they even pursued it,” 
she said. 

The LASD deputy with whom Balber 
filed her complaint did not return our 
calls for comment. 

To make amends and alleviate Big 
Brother fears, the National Guard took 
members of CodePink and others involved 
in the Mother’s Day rally on a tour of its fa- 
cilities July 5. The’staff there seemed dan- 
gerously unaware of California’s more 
stringent laws restricting domestic sur- 
veillance, Wormali told us. Questioned by 
the Bay Guardian, Hart likewise failed to 
mention state laws, which clearly ban any 
type of monitoring without reasonable 
suspicion of criminal activity. 

California voters amended the state 
constitution to include these stricter rights 
to privacy in 1972, after details about 
COINTELPRO started surfacing. And At- 
torney General Bill Lockyer similarly in- 
stituted clear orders banning such moni- 
toring after activists with Peace Fresno 
discovered they'd been infiltrated by an 
agent working for the California Anti- 
Terrorism Information Center, an agency 
that facilitates information-sharing among 
state, federal, and local police agencies. 

The National Guard has seven officers 
working for CATIC. Their jobs, Hart said, 
are limited to “analytical work on infor- 
mation that is brought in from other state 
agencies and other law enforcement agen- 
cies, and they use this information to de- 
termine potential terrorist targets and 
the vulnerability of those targets.” *

in losses last year and argued that unions need to help solve that 
problem, many Chron union workers argue that management 
demands go beyond economics. That’s why they say Vega is try- 
ing to “break the unions,” which Whitty said is part of a larger 
trend in corporate America. 

“There is a desire to break the trades, to break the crafts,” 
Whitty said. “And the public is either distracted, apathetic, not 
reading, or perhaps just not appreciative of the role unions 
play in society as a check-and-balance system.” “

Alameda’s St. George Spirits takes a fresh look at liquor. se Matthew

isiting a distillery can make you sentimental, even be- 
fore you start drinking. Standing before the massive 
fermentation tanks, you look back on your relationship 
with hard alcohol, flashing through the good times and 
the so very bad, and you think, “It all started in a 
place just like this.” Fortunately, nostalgia doesn’t last long at 


Alameda’s St. George Spirits (2601 Monarch, Alameda. 510- 3 


769-1601, www.stgeorgespirits.com), a small distillery that 
hopes to bring new excitement to our love affair with liquor. 

The distillery has been doing its part by introducing the 
United States to European-style “craft distillation,” the spir- 
its equivalent of microbrewing. It’s a Left Coast kind of proj- 
ect, and St. George’s products can be found in restaurants and 
liquor stores throughout San Francisco and beyond, but the 
best way to experience the company’s range of offerings is to 
visit the distillery. St. George’s tasting room is open every week 
from Wednesday through Sunday, and $10 buys you one 
professional tasting glass, known as a grappa in the industry, 
that you can fill with a generous sip of each of the company’s 
products (so be sure to pick a designated driver). 

Founder Jorg Rupf brought the craft to the West Coast 
from the vicinity of Freiberg, Germany, where his family 
owned a brewery that supplied beer to the local market and 


* distilled eau-de-vie, a fruit brandy, on the side. Initially, 


Rupf passed over the beer business for a law career in Mu- 


_ nich, but while doing postgraduate work at UC Berkeley in 


1979, he fell in love with the Bay Area. As Rupf recalls, “It in- 
spired me to give up the law and do something that had 
meaning for me.” 

After a stint at a winery, Rupf decided to return to his 
roots and start making eau-de-vie from California fruit. He 
took advantage of a partial liberalization of laws governing 
the production of alcohol. “Before 1980,” he says, “it was lit- 
erally impossible for a small distillery to exist.” At the time, 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms required dis- 
tillers to pay one of its agents to turn the stills on and off 
each day, an extra cost that only larger companies could af- 
ford. The climate today is better, but not ideal. “The busi- 
ness here favors the big guys,” Rupf explains. For example, 
distillers may not sell their products directly, but instead 
have to convince distributors to buy and market them, a 
hurdle that favors the existing brands. That’s a shame for

consumers, because St. George distills some delicious spir- 
its that shouldn’t be missed. 

Some of those flavors are the creations of Lance Winters, 
the master distiller at St. George Spirits, a man whose job is 
to get genies into bottles. Six years ago, Winters came from 
a microbrewery to St. George with hopes of learning the art 
of distillation from Rupf. He is now a co-owner of the busi- 
ness and remains eager to ferment just about anything he can 
find. “The sense of smell and the sense of taste are where you 
can get straight to a person’s mind, there’s no logic to them... 
It’s a cool path for communication,” he says. Together, Win- 
ters and Rupf have assembled an impressive lineup that in- 
cludes liqueurs, infused vodkas, whiskey, and several varieties 
of eau-de-vie, all costing between $20 and $45 a bottle. 

The infused vodkas, marketed under the name Hangar 
One, range from the tropical, ease-inducing mandarin-blossom 
infusion to a raspberry one that smells like it was picked right 
off the vine. If you get inspired, bottles are available for sale at 
a store located adjacent to the distillery. The variety of flavors 
means most people will find something they like, and a visit to 
the distillery is a great way to try a little bit of everything. 

Located in a former jet hangar (hence the brand name) on 
the decommissioned Alameda Naval Air Station, St. George 
is part of the base’s slow transformation from military to 
civilian use. The door to the tasting room opens onto a 
cluster of hulking fermentation tanks and a gleaming, 15- 
foot-high whiskey still, where a staff of six full-time em- 
ployees clamber amid jets of steam to keep the operation 
running. In addition to seeing the birthplace of their bev- 
erages, visitors pick up cocktail-complimenting trivia, like the 
fact that whiskey begins life as uncarbonated beer. Winters 
and Rupf hope such knowledge will give visitors a new ap- 
preciation for the subtleties of spirits. As Winters puts it, “We 
hope people are going to start drinking less and start drink- 
ing better.” That’s one way to ensure your relationship with 
liquor goes deeper than shallow encounters and painful 
mornings after.

ear Reader: 

It was just last week that we were talking about new information that forces 

us to come up with a new theory, even when it’s inconvenient or uncomfort- 

able, right? That’s how science works, and that’s how we like it. That one was 

easy, though — it’s been years since those of us who follow such things have 
had to adjust to the new and less romantic understanding of female ejaculation. 
Big deal. This information about male circumcision and HIV prevention is newer 
and more controversial, though studies have been trickling in for some time now. A 
new study described in the July 5 Wall Street Journal appears — I said appears; it 
still needs to be evaluated and replicated — to prove that circumcision reduces the 
HIV transmission rate by about 70 percent. That’s huge. And discomfortable. (I so 
did not want to hear anything that would make more people want to circumcise, as 
Ive never been crazy about the idea of cutting bits off babies in the absence of a 
compelling reason* to do so.) 

The trial, involving more than 3,000 HIV-negative young men in a South African 
township, was very straightforward: Half the men were circumcised, half left alone, 
and everyone continued to have unprotected sex with women. The intention was to 
compare results after 21 months, but after a year the results were so significant (ten 
uncircumcised men contracted HIV for about every three circumcised men) that the 
oversight board called the study off, as is common when a drug or other intervention 
being studied is so obviously effective that continuing the study would be unethical 
(the ethical move at this point being to offer treatment to everyone involved). 

You will have noticed that this study addressed only HIV transmission via het- 
erosexual intercourse, the main route of transmission in Africa. Here in the West, of 
course, you're far more likely to contract it through sharing needles or unprotected 
anal intercourse, so these studies (there are several more underway in Kenya and 
Uganda) are only marginally applicable to AIDS-prevention policy here at home, 
where the long-ballyhoo'd heterosexual AIDS epidemic is still supposed to hit any 
day now but is being awfully poky. 

Here in the United States, there is a general sense that routine infant circumci- 
ston, having been declared “nontherapeutic” by the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, is on its way out. Enlightened parents, citing female genital mutilation 
and touting “genital integrity,” fling themselves between their helpless infants and 
the heartless, scalpel-wielding medical establishment. Nobody circumcises anymore 
— it’s just not done! Still, the actual statistics, as compiled by the Centers for 
Disease Control (www.cdc.gov/nchs/products/pubs/pubd/hestats/circumcisions/cir- 
cumcisions.htm), do not bear this out; circumcision rates have remained relatively 
stable over the last 20 years or so. These are national figures, though, while most of 
the people writing and rallying against circumcision are on the coasts, where, once 
they're done breast-feeding (around when the tot enters kindergarten, I think), 
they offer their darlings only organic premasticated fruit and BGH-free yogurt 
while swaddling their tender bottoms in free-trade, undyed organic cotton i ac 
hand-laved in spring water. 

I seriously doubt that even the most compelling research coming out of the South 
African townships will sway the Whole Foods set back toward what the anti-circ 
crowd calls “the unkindest cut,” but I don’t see why it should, either. We may have 
been wrong — circumcision may (almost certainly will, in fact) prove to have 
major health benefits, after all, but little Max (all Bobo baby boys are named Max, 
aren't they?) will not be growing up in an environment where unprotected inter- 
course with HIV-positive women is the norm. What is world-changing in sub- 
Saharan Africa may be close to useless in the industrialized West. Let’s wait tmd see 
what develops and not do anything rash in the meantime. 

Also new this week is a study of self-described bisexual men (“Do they really 
exist?”) that makes me want to stick my fingers in my ears and sing lalalalala till it 
goes away, but I don’t get to do that, either. About 100 young men — (approxi- 
mately) one-third of whom self-identified as gay, one-third as straight, and one- 
third as bisexual — were hooked up to monitors and shown porn to determine 
whether the images that produced a physical response were consistent with their 
professed sexual preferences. Er, no. 

“Gay men showed arousal to images of men and little arousal to images of 
women, and heterosexual men showed arousal to women but not to men. But the 
men in the study who described themselves as bisexual did not have patterns of 
arousal that were consistent with their stated attraction to men and to women. 
Instead, about three-quarters of the group had arousal patterns identical to those of 
gay men; the rest were indistinguishable from heterosexuals.” 

Nobody panic. We'll get back to this one.

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The afterlife

n the mid-1990s, Reed Hearon was the Johnny 

Appleseed of restaurants: Wherever he wandered 

in the city, a notable place seemed to pop up. The 

list was impressive: It began with LuLu, in SoMa, 

and went on to include Black Cat and Rose Pisto- 
la, in North Beach, and Café Marimba and Rose’s 
Café, in the Marina. At some point a few years ago, 
despite talk of a Franco-Italian venture along the 
Embarcadero near Ferry Plaza, Hearon quietly van- 
ished — but the empire he at continues mainly 
to thrive. 

If the still-splendid LuLu remains the jewel in the 
crown of the onetime Hearon restaurants, Rose Pis- 
tola is only slightly less glittering. It was the first of 
Hearon’s restaurants to emphasize a regional cui- 
sine — that of Liguria, the northwest Italian 
province whose capital is Genoa — and nearly a 
decade after its launch that slant is still apparent. 
(LuLu, by contrast, opened with a Franco-Cal-Ital 
menu, while Black Cat offered, in the beginning, a 
synthesis of elements, including those of old North 
Beach, Chinatown, and the sea: early signs of multi- 
ple-personality disorder.) 

If Ligurian cooking isn’t absolutely the Mediter- 
ranean ideal, it has to be close: Among its principal 
ingredients are olive oil, lemons, and seafood. A love- 
ly little tutorial in the potency of this simple trio is a 
plate of the house-cured fish ($12); the dish might 
include thin slices of Pacific swordfish and king 
salmon and whole sardine filets, austerely plated in a 
pool of olive oil and lemon juice and scattered with 
capers and bits of celery. A similar, and only slightly 
more elaborate, presentation is grilled octopus ($11), 
presented on a gravel-pit salad of chickpeas scented 
with fennel bulb, greened with arugula leaves, and 
made tangy by plenty of lemon juice. The general ef- 
fect is so summery that it becomes hard to imagine 
rainy weather or winter’s cold and dark ever coming 
to a land nourished by such food. 

Many of the bigger dinnertime plates reflect the 
same sunshiny influences: Hawaiian escolar ($24), 
say, grilled and seated atop a jumbled topography of 
cannellini beans, fennel bulb, and dandelion greens, 
with of course a good dousing of lemon juice. The 
kitchen borrows a page from Hayes Street Grill by 
offering diners a choice of among a half-dozen or so 
varieties of fish and a half-dozen or so ways of hav- 
ing them prepared, from braising to roasting to 
grilling. Escolar is one of those fabulously meaty, 
white-fleshed fish from the deep waters around the 
Hawaiian Islands, and when I asked to have it 


grilled, the server nodded his head 
in vigorous approval. 

But there are plenty of nonmar- 
itime possibilities too, from fat-ten- 
der gnocchi ($14) stuffed with 
porcini and rosemary, to a formi- 
dable crock of penne ($13) tossed 
with Bolognese sauce and baked 
under a cap of grated pecorino 
Toscano cheese. Other than 
seafood, though, the big stars at 
Rose Pistola are the flat breads and 
their near-relations: the pizzas, the 
focaccias, the stuffed focaccias, even 
the chickpea-flour torte called fari- 
nata. The big hint is the wood- 
burning oven that glows and flick- 
ers just past the host’s station; if 
youre the observant sort, you can 
ask to be seated at the counter, 
which affords an intimate view of 
bakers wielding their peels. But 
even those seated at faraway tables 


can keep an eye on the action, since Disk jockey: At Rose Pistola, ¢ a server hustles a farinata to waiting diners. 
For an encore, pizza or focaccia? 


the restaurant is encircled by a mir- 
ror: a beltway for wandering eyes. 

Here I confess to a fascination with farinata, a 
torte made from chickpea flour, water, olive oil, salt, 
and maybe some herbs. A farinata is pretty easy to 
make at home (see Without Reservations, 7/6/05), _ 
and I often serve mine as an appetizer, with just a 
sprinkling of cheese. Rose Pistola’s version ($8) is 
more ambitious, with a nicely squared edge indica- 
tive of a proper pan rather than a skillet, and it ac- 
quires a certain pissaladiére-ish cast from 
caramelized onion, whose sweetness is balanced by 
olives and sage. (No blue cheese, though.) 

While the complimentary focaccia can show signs 
of rigor mortis despite tomato and cheese toppings, 
the made-to-order versions, stuffed with crescenza 
cheese and a choice of supplementary fillings in- 
cluding prosciutto, porcini mushrooms, and truffle 
oil ($13—$14), are hot-from-the-oven fresh. And the 
pizzas are, as they have been from the beginning, 
sublime, from thin, crisp crusts that would impress 
even jaded New Yorkers or Chicagoans, to simple, 
powerfully effective toppings such as rock shrimp 
and arugula ($15), a peppery-sweet pairing buffered 
by a confidently seasoned, garlicky tomato sauce. 

We were underwhelmed by one dish: quail 
cooked al mattone (“under a brick,” $10) and served 


with mustard fruits. The latter had the texture and 
inoffensive sweetness of candied peaches, but the 
tiny bird itself (presented whole) was tough and a 
little dry. This came as a surprise, since chicken 
roasted under a brick is an Italian classic and the 
brick provides a method of quickly and evenly dis- 
tributing heat that, in my experience, reliably pro- 
duces crisp skin with juicy meat. 

Rose Pistola has aged well. Testimony to this 
point must include the heavy weekend crowds, 
which perhaps aren’t quite as thick as they were at 
the restaurant’s opening, nearly a decade ago, when 
Hearon’s star rode high, but thick enough nonethe- 
less to create a pleasant sense of stir. (The mood is 
more relaxed at lunch.) The service is superior and 
the look timeless, from the intricately tiled floors to 
the gleaming wood trim to the fire that roars day 
and night in all weather, casting its rosy glow on all 
the passing faces.

More 
generous climes call for ingenuity. | 
have steamed corn on the cob, yes, 
but | have also grilled it (husked and 
unhusked) and slathered the grilled 
corn with butter or rubbed it with chili 
salt. [have cut the kernels from the 
cobs, quickly sautéed them ina bit of 
oil, and seasoned them with salt, lime 
juice, and some chopped cilantro. | 
have made corn fritters, but thati is 
Messy business. 

Lately | have been making com 
chowder. The recipe (adapted from 
The New Joy of Cooking) is quite sim- 
ple: Into a soup pot over medium heat 
goes a chopped onion with a little oil 
and bacon (| use smoked turkey 
bacon). When the onion softens, add 

_ two or three corncobs stripped of 
their kernels (set these aside) along 

with two cups of milk and a small po- 
tato, peeled and cubed. Bring to a boil 
and simmer over low heat until the 
potato is cooked. Add the reserved 
corm kernels and simmer for a few 

_ More minutes, then scoop out about a - 
cup, whir the rest to a coarse purée in 
a blender or with an immersion wand, 
and return the reserved scoop.

Yerba Buena Center for the Arts’ “Bay Area Now a finds itself | in community service.

What would the community think? Forty students opened care packages sent by their ir parent and ae ones in Helena Keeffe’s 
2003 project, My Mom Sent Extra Underwear for You. 


here’s an irony to the term art 
community. Artists, in myth and 
in truth, are of maverick, individ- 
ualistic stock. To make art means 
to think differently, to face mis- 
understanding, and most likely, a 
reduced income. Art may shape the 
look of the world we live in, but artists 
rank low on the pop-culture radar 
screen. Photographer Cindy Sherman, 
as an art-world adage has it, may be a 
superstar in certain New York City zip 
codes, but she’s nobody when she 
crosses into more general terrain. 

Artists are still outsiders who fre- 
quently work alone and in isolation yet 
occasionally come together to partici- 
pate in social rituals such as the art 
opening, and to become part of a sys- 
tem of self-interest that makes careers 
move forward. Contradictions and 
hard decisions abound. 

Yet there’s an increasingly popular 
artistic trajectory in which artists use 
the community at large — as well as 
fellow artists — as their material. 
Relying.on public input and interac- 
tion to make their work, the intention 
may be to shape culture itself, at least 


in small ways. And if there is any unify- 


ing curatorial thread to Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts’ “Bay Area Now 4,” 
it’s a focus on notions of: community. 
Curators René de Guzman and Berin 
Golonu include a notable number of 
collaborative teams, publishers, and 


artists who work in the genre of Social 
Sculpture, the Joseph Beuys—coined 
idea that holds human interaction as a 
form of artwork. Conceptualist Tom 
Marioni gave the construct a Bay Area 
spin with his The Act of Drinking Beer 
with Friends Is the Highest Form of Art 
(1970), a classic that continues to the 
present day in the artist’s studio. The 
piece, like many projects of its ilk, relies 
on a complex relationship between an 
artist giving something to an audience 
yet taking a certain ownership and 
control of the situation. 

Younger present and former Bay 
Area artists such as Jon Rubin, Harrell 
Fletcher, and Josh Greene have involved 
the local public in their work. Greene, 
for example, created the Bay Area 
Leisure Foundation, in which he 
offered a grant composed of his hono- 
rarium for an exhibition. Such a proj- 
ect offers a winky critique as much as it 
does genuine goodwill. 


Schools of thought 


“Bay Area Now 4” comprises projects 
such as Ted Purves’s Momentary 
Academy, an educational program with 
quirky classes — how-to’s on making 
pot stickers, creating T-shirt slogans, 
and falling into a trance — that will be 
taught by the exhibit’s artists. Local art 
Web site Stretcher (of which I am a 
founding and former member) will 
hold art- and culture-related public 


interviews and events in the ground 
floor’s Education Resource Room 
(another code term for community 
access),-while Gestalt Collective present 
a collaborative wall painting and 
Margaret Tedesco offers in-gallery sto- 
rytelling and translations of feature 
films unseen by audience members. 
With Mundane Journeys, Kate Pocrass 
gives walking tours of thé peculiar 
places in the Yerba Buena neighbor- 
hood, as well as a daylong bus tour of 
eccentric corners of San Francisco. 

Other projects unfold in more tradi- 
tional forms, such as portraiture, yet 
foray into various art and nonart pub- 
lic spaces for material. Emily Prince is 
engaged in the formidable project of 
drawing wallet-size images of all the 
US casualties of the current war in 
Iraq. Christine Shields paints conven- 
tional portraits of friends, many of 
whom are local poets and musicians. 
John Hattori shows short video por- 
traits of people who form the commu- 
nity at 16th Street’s funky art/lit crib 
Adobe Books. Helena Keeffe addresses 
extended family with an audio tour 
featuring the opining voices of the “Bay 
Area Now” artists’ friends and families 
in a role, or voice, usually reserved for 
art critics and curators. Similarly, Edie 
Tsong’s piece allows visitors to make 
drawings of the artist and vice versa 
(via Webcam and fax machine). 

Such projects could either come off 


as clubby or heartwarming, depending 


‘on one’s proximity to the subjects. If 


you know the artist, it obviously means 
a lot more than if you don’t. Other 
pieces, like Purves’s university, also 
demand a far greater commitment 
from the viewer. As one friend puts it, 
projects that purport to be generous 
are usually the opposite: That is, partic- 
ipants usually have to spend more 
time, effort, and sometimes money 
than they ordinarily might. Active 
viewers have to trust that it will be 
worth the effort and that the art will 
take them somewhere new. 


Lost horizons 

There’s a utopian quality in the attempt 
to generate dialogue, to give to others, 
and to truly forge a community, and 
San Francisco has a history of fostering 
groups — freethinkers who hit the gold 
rush, who became beats, and who 
extended lifestyle and gender defini- 
tions in the hippie and queer commu- 
nities, not to mention tech circles. 

At the moment, however, San 
Francisco appears to be simply clinging 
to its position as’a liberal haven in a 
chilly conservative climate. 
Community-based art, however experi- 
mental it may seem, is now codified in 
local art schools. The San Francisco Art 
Institute’s curriculum includes an 
emphasis on “public practice,” while 
California College of the Arts adds 
“social practices” to a list of usual gen- 
res such as painting and sculpture. 
Southern Exposure gallery has forged.a 
cohesive program of projects that 
require viewer interaction to complete. 
Perhaps it’s a reflection of the tumul- 
tuous world we live in, or the Bay 
Area’s marginal status when it comes to 
the international art market, but com- 
munity-based projects still seem to 
generate some vital force and support 
here, be it among artists who work 
together or attempt to interface with 
the population. It’s perhaps the closest 
we'll come these days to a cultural zeit- 
geist. 

All this may reflect the DIY ethos 
that was fed by the dot-com boom, in 
which anyone could create their own 
version of a corporation or service, 
imbuing it with fantasy and design fea- 
tures, (Corporations, we've often been 
told by managers and human resource 
departments, are forms of community 
as well.) It relates to open-source soft- 
ware, as de Guzman suggested in a

crack pipe, bullets tumbled 
from a cartridge, the extremely 
close-up dead-eyed stare of a 
pitbull straining its leash in 
front of a NYC housing proj- 
ect, an Iron Maiden T, gangstas strik- 
ing poses with their submachine guns 
and pistols, and a tight shot down a 
gun barrel that would make Sam 
Peckinpah shiver — with glee. That’s 
the work of Boogie (né Vladimir 
Milivojevic), says Dave Potes, flipping 
through the photographer’s pictorial 
“Mean Streets” in issue seven of 
Hamburger Eyes, the journal he and 
his brother Ray assemble quarterly. 

“This guy is awesome,’ the lean, 
capped Potes, 27, raves. “His photos* 
are so good. He’s rugged. I don’t 
know how he can get those photos. 
You don’t just walk into the PJs and 
be like, “Hey, dude ..” He’s gotta bro 
down for a while, and after a while, 
people warm up to him.” 

Boogie is just one of a loose, 
friendly but focused cadre of photog- 
raphers, old and young, professional 
and hobbyist, that make up 
Hamburger Eyes, who will appear in 
“Bay Area Now 4.” And though they 
prefer the descriptor gang to collec- 
tive, don’t tag them as harder than 


they are: This crew is more tapped 
into surf-and-skate culture than 114- 
proof thug life, and they like to have 
fun, judging from the multiple bikes, 
boards, and barbecue grills jammed 
into the spartan entrance of their 
headquarters on Potrero Avenue. 

Ascend the stairs, hang a right at 
Black Flag’s Who’s Got the 10!/2 
record poking out of a milk crate, 
and you stumble on the surprisingly 
tidy epicenter of what their Web site 
vaunts as “the most epic magazine 
ever. Framed prints of images from 
the four-year-old journal’s pages line 
the walls. Sun pours in from the win- 
dows overlooking the Potrero Del Sol 
Park and the freeway on-ramp that 
lifts the constant stream of cars off 
the dusty, litter-swept pavement and 
away. “Call it bro-tanical gardens,” 
Ray jokes. 

Natives of San Diego and raised in 
Honolulu, Hawaii, the Potes brothers 
have found the perfect place to land 
in San Francisco, here at this bright, 
bleak concrete intersection that’s 
home to other ex-Aiea dwellers and 
anarchists, in the form of the Survival 
Research Laboratories and 
Subterranean Records hideouts on 
the other side of the park. It’s land’s 


end —.where the street-level goes air- 
borne. 

And likewise, Hamburger Eyes are 
poised to take off, with the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts show, con- 
tinuing attention from art, photo, 
and mainstreain lifestyle pubs like 
Vibe, and a readership that stretches 
from hamburger-loving capitals such 
as Wisconsin to more exotic locales 
like Finland, Australia, Italy, and 
Japan. 

The bros only made 30 copies of 
the first hand-stapled and Xeroxed 
issue (which got its name from a 
Bugs Bunny cartoon about two char- 
acters stranded on a desert island 
who gaze at each other only to see a 
hot dog and hamburger) to hand out 
to their friends. But since then the 
mag has steadily grown, from a zine 
to a journal. With issue five they 
began offset printing, used better 
binding, and started supplementing 
the pages with advertisements. 
Number eight sold out in two weeks, 
they say, so the newly released num- 
ber nine will top out at 3,000 copies 
and be distributed all over the world 
through SF's Last Gasp and Japan's 
Press Pop. “It trips us out,” drawls

Frederick Loomis presents Edward Mathew Taylor, visionary.

lhe year 3013 is an important one. According to Edward 
Mathew Taylor, it’s when computers will claim control of the 
world. They will emerge from exile beneath glass surfaces to 
take Earth by force from their human creators, who have 
plunged the planet into a seven-century dark age in which 
corporations — unbridled by any moral responsibility — are the 


only institutions left. If one has doubts 
about Taylor’s prediction, he’s created a 
series of diagrams that outline what will 
happen. His intricately detailed 2003 
graphite-on-paper drawing,-Architectural 
Template of the DIOS Neurocontroller, is 
one such work, showcasing the multiple 
components that are required in order to 
give computers a soul. 


Taylor, or EMT for short, is the creation 


of Marina-based artist Frederick Loomis. 
While EMT serves partly to draw atten- 
tion away from the man who has imag- 
ined him, Loomis’s story just might be as 
compelling. Though he had dreams of art 
school, he spent much of his adult life in 


the business world, with an ill-fated tenure 


as a “victim of corporate America” at 
Apple followed by a lengthier, more fruit- 
ful — financially, at least — span at 
Verizon. Today, at the age of 55, he’s 


embarked on an oft-delayed and -defeated 


artistic project with missionary zeal, using 
the figure of EMT to communicate his 
archetypal works.

EMT's obsessive dedication to an

The Bay Guardian Goldie 
winner has homed in on 
high-end goods in the past, 
fashioning paper knockoffs 
or wiseacre spin-offs of luxu- 
ry product like Hermés 
Hustler King Roller Skates, a 
Burberry skateboard, and a 
Chanel surfboard. For “Bay 
Area Now 4,” Black takes the 
middle path, constructing a 
replica of a Kate Spade bou- 
tique modeled on the acces- 
sory designer’s Grant Street 
store, down to the original’s 
gentle lighting, cushy decor, 
and mood music. Working at 
the juncture of upscale commerce and upper-middle-class aspira- 


tional consumerism, and handmade art and mass-manufactured retail, 


the California College of Arts and Crafts MFA graduate fashions each 
bag, wallet, and shoe out of paper, foregrounding the idea that “fleet- 
ing wants and objects of desire ... in the end, are just objects” — 
and fragile, ephemeral ones at that.

Liz Cohen 
This SF artist is fasci- 
nated with change. 
Over the past few 
F years she has been 
rebuilding a modest, 
utilitarian car from the 
former communist 
East Germany as a 
“bouncing, bucking” El 
Camino. In the 
process, she has 

- = transformed herself 
from a mousy artist trying to make a name for herself in the gallery 
scene into a bombshell breaking into the world of low-rider enthusi- 
asts. To raise money for the project, she held a “bikini car wash” out- 
side Abner Nolan’s now-defunct Spanganga Gallery, washing cars in 
high heels and next to nothing else, and offering to take photographs 
with her patrons. She plans to enter low-rider bikini contests and cur- 
rently splits her time between working out at the gym and welding in 
the garage. Her work explores cross-cultural experience, plays with 
the erotic association between the bodies of women and cars, and 
celebrates the thrill of growing into and cultivating a fully sexed adult 
body. The idea is as hot as a centerfold. But it also raises the obvious 
feminist question: Is this real change or simply more of the same?

Robert Gutierrez 
Robert Gutierrez has 
produced a large num- 
ber of paintings this 
year, impressive when 
one considers the highly 
detailed complexity of 
his work. Perhaps it has 
something to do with 
size, as the dimensions 
of his paintings have 
often been close to the 
81/2-by-11 format of a 
typical sheet of paper. But your average sheet of paper is rarely 
blessed with the type of hallucinogenic, weirdly peopled vistas found 
in any of Gutierrez’s Untitled pieces, which sometimes beg compari- 
son to Hieronymous Bosch (or, in the case of 2004's Harvest Moon, 
Dali), a reference point or influence one doesn’t come across very 
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often these days. Gutierrez’s use of line is contemporary, however; the 
face in one corner of his /’!/ Call You My Occupier (also from last year) 
would a/most fit in a graffiti or Mission School aesthetic. That piece’s 
title speaks to the political undercurrent in Gutierrez’s strange-as- 
what-I-see approach, which draws from Filipino shamanism rather 
than sci-fi sources. It looks like his “Bay Area Now 4” contributions 
use a brighter palette and wider dimensions, but size-wise, appear- 
ances can be deceptive; Gutierrez can cram a mile into an inch.

Ray — a 30-year-old sporting black- 
framed spectacles, shoulder-length 
locks, and a serious mien. “Who’s 
reading us in Argentina?” 

The first-generation Filipino 
American brothers — and the other 
eyes in Hamburger Eyes — can always 
be counted on to have cameras on 
hand: Ray got his first at 11, and since 
high school the pair have been mak- 
ing zines with titles like Perineum and 
Filipino Nightmare. Hamburger Eyes, 
however, stuck with its human focus 
and diaristic intimacy detailing “the 
continuing story of life on Earth.” 
The marriage of raw subject matter 
and a reverence for the traditions of 
the darkroom and classic documen- 
tary photography in the style of 
National Geographic and Robert 
Frank give the zine its crucial tension 
— they’ve yet to print digital photos, 
Ray says, because he can tell the dif- 
ference and it alters the “flow.” “We're 
all kind of darkroom nerds, and I 
think that also goes into how we edit 
photos,” he explains, adding that he 
worked in the darkroom of 
TransWorld magazines, trying to get 
his work on the pages of those pubs 
and others, only to get snubbed. “I’ve 
submitted to every magazine and 
been shut down. There was obviously 
no room for my photos out there, so 
I put them out myself.” 

Ray photo-edits the hundreds of 
submissions they receive for each 
issue, coming up with a mix that 
often includes regulars like longtime 
Mission District photographer Ted 
Pushinsky; Berkeley native, Imdex and 
Dazed and Confused contributor, and 
the Poteses’ mentor Tobin Yelland; 
Vice magazine photo editor Ted 
Barber; visual artists such as Barry 
McGee (“That was kind of a big thing 
for us. This was before he started

showing more photos,” Dave says), Ed 
and Deanna Templeton, and Cheryl 
Dunn; and photojournalists like 
Dennis McGrath and Vic Blue. 

What does Ray look for when he 
weeds through the discs jumbled in 
his desk drawer? “One day I could be, 
like, I love this guy’s photos,” he says. 
“He’s going to be in the next issue, 
for sure, and then the issue will come 
out and I won't use the photos. It just 
wouldn't fit. Basically, ’'m just look- 
ing for things that just stick out to 
me.” 

“There’s a certain mold,” Dave 
adds, finishing his brother’s sentences 
as usual. 

“We do have a certain aesthetic,” 
Ray continues. “It’s a documentary 
thing. Like, it’s obvious we don’t run 
fashion photos though people send a 
lot of that. We don’t have, for exam- 
ple, studio photos, but I'll get a lot of 
that.” 

“But we're not trying to be, like, 
coming off hard,” Dave says. And 
don’t compare them to Vice. “It’s kind 
of fashiony,” says core member and 
photographer Jason Roberts Dobrin. 

The Hamburger Eyes gang would 
rather avoid any easy associations and 
themes and instead go with their gut 
when it comes to walking outside and 
simply taking pictures. “It’s more like 
we all got cameras in our pockets 
right now,” Ray says, chuckling. They 
have individually appeared in group 
photo shows, and they have been 
thinking about taking their gang of 
photos on the road, like a band on 
tour, but who knows whether cir- 
cumstances will sweep them off their 
feet and onto the blacktop. “We just 
go with the flow,” Ray says, leaning 
back at the kitchen table as Dobrin 
looms overhead and associate editor 
and photographer Stefan S:mikich 
spreads out on the floor. “We just go 
where it takes us. We didn’t know we 
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are artists.” %

Welcome to the jungle 


Shedding mysterious skins, Ue Malady lingers on. By Jonny my Huston

oth tender memory and tran- 

scendental meditation, Tropical 

Malady presents further proof 

that Thailand’s Apichatpong 

“Joe” Weerasethakul is the most 
unique feature filmmaker working 
today, a poet of the jungle to outdo 
Werner Herzog. Of course, that which 
makes him unique also confounds a 
percentage of viewers. The trick with 
Apichatpong’s movies is to relinquish all 
expectations regarding tidy linear narra- 
tives that have persistent forward 
momentum — a tough task for 
Hollywood-trained and art-house audi- 
ences alike. Do so, and you'll be reward- 
ed with an immersive experience unlike 
any other, one in which (as the song 
goes) the evening breeze caresses the 
trees. By the end of Tropical Malady’s 
languid, phantasmagoric descent into 
dark recesses, you ll swear the theater 
ceiling has sprouted vines. 

Tropical Malady’s first half charts the 
growth and stasis of a blossoming flirta- 
tion between muscular forest patrol sol- 
dier Keng (Sakda Kaewbuadee) and 
wild-toothed country boy Tong (Banlop 
Lomnoi), who has a job at an ice- 
cutting plant. This section is the closest 
Apichatpong has come to obeying the 
technical rules of slick contemporary 
filmmaking convention, and yet the 
strange fits and starts and lulling 
rhythms are very much his own, riddled 
with mysteries such as camerawork that 
occasionally creeps forward toward a 
particular resting place. As ardent Keng 
reaches out to Tong and Tong teasingly © 
eludes his grasp, the mood and atmos- 
phere are constantly on the verge of 
reverie. Music seems to materialize out 
of nowhere, and in Apichatpong’s 
world, even an incidental techno track 
used for aerobics can take on a spiritual 
quality, telegraphing the racing heart- 
beats of a pair of potential lovers. 

Guided by hut chats, moped rides, 
stick-shift driving lessons, and the gift of 
a Clash tape, Keng’s courtship of Tong is 
prone to endearingly odd and sponta- 


neous expressions of affection. Even in a 
common romantic setting such as a 
movie-theater, the pair’s physical rela- 
tionship takes on a distinctive-form, 
with Tong clasping his legs around one 
of Keng’s furtive hands to trap it; when 
Keng suggests that their palms might 
form a royal barge of good fortune, 
Tong answers that they'd more likely 
resemble a boat for Keng to row. (The 
sensuality is strangely hand-centric, 
most memorably when Keng takes 
Tong's fingers in his mouth just after 
Tong has pissed near a roadside sign.) 
Apichatpong has a flair for allowing 
incidental quirks to invade his pictures, 
and this time they come from a pair of 


, older sisters who befriend Keng and 


Tong. One attempts to tempt them with 
the “fresh bud” she’s grown, while the 
other follows up a folktale about greed 
with contemporary evidence drawn 
from Who Wants to Be a Millionaire. 

When the latter sister takes Keng and 
Tong on a tour of a cave — where they 
discover a kitschy temple that broad- 
casts an instrumental version of “God 
Bless Ye Merry Gentlemen” — their 
abruptly aborted crawl into suffocating 
darkness foreshadows Tropical Malady’s 
second half. There; a soldier, played by 
Kaewbuadee, chases a shaman whose 
tiger manifestation looks suspiciously 
like a naked Tong with stripes tattooed 
onto his slim frame. Apichatpong has 
likened his narrative to a pair of mir- 
rors placed with their backs against one 
another. It’s a vivid metaphor, but one 
that nonetheless lacks a corollary for 
the lulling, time-stretching dream 
states he explores. The soldier is sur- 
rounded by verdant greens and bird- 
and-insect symphonies that eventually 
give way to quieter blackness. He cross- 
es paths with a baboon, whose chitter- 
ing (translated into English subtitles!) 
provides counsel about whether he is 
hunter or prey. A tree glows, a ghost 
rises from a dead cow, and a moun- 
tainous horizon resembles a pair of 
bodies lying side by side. 


Stories taken from Thai literature and 
folklore are the skins that Tropical 
Malady sheds on its way to a ravishing 
finale. As Chuck Stephens has noted in 
this newspaper, the tourist take on 
Thailand as a “land of smiles” is a stereo- 
type that Apichatpong twists to his own 
devices, allowing characters to gaze 
directly at the camera with sly, slightly 
mocking, guile. Following in the foot- 
steps of his 2002 feature Blissfully Yours, 
into the woods he goes, though this time 
his journey is infused with a mystic air. 
(An overt link between the two films can 
be found in the not-so-exquisite corpse 
discovered by soldiers at the beginning 
of Tropical Malady, a body that belonged 
to a Blissfully Yours character whose 
postcoital off-screen wandering was 
punctuated by the sound of gunfire.) 
Blissfully Yours’s resplendent-then- 
oppressive sunshine gives way to dark- 
ness and nighttime; in the earlier film, 
the jungle was the site for a futile escape 
from societal prejudices, but here it’s 
home to a mythical union. 

Discussing Tropical Malady at a Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts screening last 
fall, Apichatpong took time to note that 
he didn’t consider it a “gay film,” and 
certainly, judged by the marketing stric- 
tures that dominate that questionable 
genre, it hardly qualifies. That said, it 
would be difficult to interpret at least 
one half of the movie as anything other 
than a romance involving two male 
characters, and if the interpretation 
widens to contain both sections, 
Apichatpong’s latest is indeed a gay film 
that simultaneously expands the bound- 
aries of the term and, at heart, uncovers 
profound core insights about passion 
between two men. Two movies in one, 
Tropical Malady lingers on after the 
lights go up.

Currently, Hollywood’s most pervasive 

battalion of actors who really, really enjoy working 

together are the good-natured jerks populating flicks 

like Zoolander, Starsky and Hutch, Old School, Meet 
the Parents, Dodgeball: A True Underdog Story, and 
Anchorman: The Legend of Ron Burgundy, plus a few artier 
diversions, like The Royal Tenenbaums. The so-called Frat 
Pack — which passes “Go” at Ben Stiller and also includes 
brothers Luke and Owen Wilson, Will Ferrell, Vince 
Vaughn, and the occasional Jack Black sighting — pleases 
studios and fans alike (if not always critics), supplying 
cash flow (Dodgeball turned a nearly $100 million profit) 
and quotable lines galore. 

Anyone suffering from too-much-Stiller-itis (and seri- 

ously, who isn’t?) will be happy to learn the ubiquitous 
workaholic is absent from the pack’s latest project,

Wedding Crashers. Instead, we get Owen Wilson and 
Vaughn as Washington, DC, divorce mediators John 
Beckwith and Jeremy Klein, best buds who live for “wed- 
ding season”: that magical time of year filled with free 
drinks and eager, easy female targets. An early montage 
— set to the Animal House anthem “Shout” — illustrates 
the elaborate inner workings of the crashing game. Props 
(yarmulkes, balloon animals, Purple Heart medals) are 


employed with relish; names and backstories are tailored - 


to fit the style and ethnicity of the wedding being invad- 
ed. The easiest part of the con is the seduction routine, 
which involves slow dancing, a sob story that trails off 
with “We lost a lot of really good men out there,” and 
maybe a few phony tears. 

With the Washington Monument — surely the tallest 
phallic symbol in America — looming conspicuously in 
the background, John and Jeremy pause to commemorate

Soul survivor 


Colman Domingo mines Philly soul freedom 
in A Boy and His Soul. By Robert Avila 


Gamble and hoof: Colman Domingo hotfoots back to the glory days of Philadelphia 


International in his sharp, infectious one-man show, A Boy and His Soul. 


he boy who grows up in black 

Philadelphia in the 1970s, 

intently practicing classical vio- 

lin and ballet while the rest of 

; the world grooves to a phe- 

nomenal, era-defining soundtrack of 
soul and R&B music — that kid 
stands out as someone destined to go 
his own way. It takes character to be 
that big a nerd. 

Colman Domingo confesses he was 
such a nerd growing up in West 
Philly, in youthful rebellion against 
the soul music cherished by his par- 
ents and his older brother and sister 
— that is, until he finally succumbed 
one night via live contact with some 
essential elements known as Earth, 
Wind, and Fire. What’s character 
without soul,anyway? 

No longer nerdish, but rather a 
charismatic and able actor well known 
to Bay Area audiences (most recently 
as a spot-on Willie Brown, among var- 
ious other characters, in The People’s 
Temple), today Domingo can truthfully 
say, “My soul music is my life.” And in 
the course of his sharp and infectious 
one-man show, A Boy and His Soul, we 
come to know just what he means. 

The premise of this music-laden 
memoir, directed by Thick 
Description’s Tony Kelly in a New 
York—bound world premiere, is simple 
but supple: When the actor's parents 
put their old Philadelphia home up 
for sale, he travels out from New York 
to help get the place in order, discov- 


ering in the basement a discarded set 
of soul albums. The find mixes nos- 
talgia with uneasy perplexity — how 
could his parents have given up such 
great music, and so great a part of the 
past they all shared? This occasions an 
engrossing, contagious trip back to 
1970s Philadelphia via the turntable, 
since each song is a record twice over, 
playing back the precise memories 
and emotions pressed into the 
grooves of well-loved music. This puts 
Domingo in the dual position of 
ecstatic audience and memory 
machine. “I’m the tape recorder, the 
listener,” he says, “the record player.” 
As Domingo — carried off by a 
quiet storm of soul searching — sings 
along with a love ballad his stepfather 
would serenade his mother with, waxes 
on about eight-tracks and 45s, or 
breaks hilariously into the trendy 
dance-floor moves of yesteryear, his 
narrative skillfully blends homage with 
a keen backward glance on coming of 
age. He punctuates it all with razor- 
sharp characterizations of a family of 
big personalities, highlighting his par- 
ticularly close relationship with his 
mother. As he sees it all again “with 
adult eyes,” Domingo’s return to West 
Philly touches that particular aura of 
childhood understanding, defined as 
much by its limits as by its unique ter- 
rain of discovery and enchantment. 
As he looks back on his teenage 
years — especially the affecting and 
humorous story of coming out to 


each member of his family — the 
intertwining themes of music and 
family grow even tighter. All aspects 
of a young Philadelphian’s undaunted 
personality find sympathetic har- 
monies in the sustaining love of his 
family and the irrepressible grooves 
of the Commodores, Barry White, 
Aretha, Curtis Mayfield, Marvin 
Gaye, and Stevie Wonder. For an 
unabashed “mama’s boy” from Philly, 
the courage to love and the courage 
to live as oneself were always con- 
nected. In testifying to love as its own 
justification, A Boy and His Soul lends 
the idea of manhood its richest sig- 
nificance. Wisdom summed up suc- 
cinctly by another Philadelphia son, 
Teddy Pendergrass, when he sings, 
“You can’t hide from yourself.” 

Rick Martin’s scenic and lighting 
design employs a few choice elements 
to great effect here: an imitation 
wood-paneled back wall adorned 
with memorabilia lovingly lit by 
small wall-mounted lamps; the small 
stack of LPs resting on one end of an 
old-fashioned stereo console; flashing 
red and blue lights and a mirror ball 
that do the rest to suggest the rush of 
memory in the welcome intrusion of 
the garish ’70s into the unadorned 
presentness of the actor standing 
downstage. Except for moments 
when the music competes distract- 
ingly with Domingo’s lines, Tony 
Kelly’s direction is a model of clarity, 
while Margo Hall’s excellent choreog- 
raphy tells so much of the story itself, 
serving as the perfect springboard for 
the fleet Domingo’s dazzling solo rev- 
elry around the record player. 

If memories of Philadelphia have a 
sometimes wistful nostalgia about 
them, the harsher realities of life, both 
natural‘and American-made, remain 
largely associated with adulthood — 
from the personal sorrows and 
tragedies that attend getting older to 
the social anxiety that vexes artists and 
anyone forced to live near the edge of 
economic survival. The ravaged 
remains of West Philly post-Reagan, 
still home to Domingo’s sister, is sym- 
bol enough of the story’s mixed trajec- 
tories. There’s an image Domingo 
conveys that gives these records of his 
one more spin. Riding the subway and 
springing through the streets of New 
York, wrapped in headphones and the 
deep confidence that one’s music pro- 
vides, can’t quell the recognition that 
comes-in a passing glance at a home- 
less man: always more than you want 
to know about the line separating you 
from a bottomless pit of loneliness. 
But then acknowledging the pain or 
dread shadowing even so fortunate a 
life only makes more poignant the joy 
at the heart of the reverie. +

Cheer up 


ou know how sometimes you hear a song on the radio, 

while you're pulling out of a big-box store parking lot, 

without any fun-filled big boxes but instead with bor- 

ing essentials like mouthwash, Little Debbie snack 

cakes, and Depends, and you're feeling like a shopping 
zombie, and 107.7 the Bone is cranked because you were lis- 
tening to “Kashmir” at the proper stadium-worthy level to get 
in the “mood” for Robert Plant at the Paramount July 19? 
That certain number comes blaring out of the speakers, and 
everything suddenly looks way 1983 once more. 

It was ’83 when Joan Jett first soothed the ruffled feathers of 
the poor dove she was dragging into a filthy-fun ménage a trois 
in “The French Song,” and damn if it didn’t feel that way again 
when I heard it recently, played in anticipation of Bastille Day 
on Little Steven’s syndicated Underground Garage show. 

Who is this? I wondered. It was too pop to be Girlschool, 
too rude to be Heart, too punk to be the Breeders. The song 
just goes on and on, ham- 
mering home the French-lan- 
guage chorus as relentlessly as 
Jett courts her male or female 
cherry bomb, with what 
seems like about a dozen gui- 
tar breaks. “J’aime faire 
"amour sur tout a trois / J’aime faire amour sur tout a trois,” 
Jett browbeats her ménage, though judging from the way the 
band plays off each other, I suspect she’s really bellowing at 
the three other Blackhearts. That’s amore! “I know what I am, 
1 am what I am,” she chants toward the close, before jamming 
in that last rhyme with the blunt force of Mariska Hargitay 
knocking down the door of a sex offender. “Don't think that 
*m uncouth, I only speak the truth.” 

Cloddish, but so excellent and a “gem,” as Little Steven put 
it later, after following the track with the equally ass-kicking

Lightning, Strike (Memphis Industries), is another song that 
seems destined for gem status. Thunder probably stands for 
the crashing drums; Lightning, the detuned, ringing guitars 
and children’s television piano; Strike, the cheerleader-tinged 
girl-gang sing-alongs that are treated like any other instru- 
ment in an all-exclamation-points mix. 

“Tt’s deliberately distorting — to the point where people 
send me e-mails saying, ‘I think my CD is broken. I got a 
dodgy copy, ” says leader Ian Parton, who was inspired by 
dodgy outfits such as My Bloody Valentine. 

He had a very specific sonic agenda for Go! Team. “I didn’t 
want just a Bollywood sound — I wanted a Bollywood string 


sound. I didn’t want just piano, but Charlie Brown piano, and 


guitar, Sonic Youth detuned stuff, and double-dutch chanty 
vocals and Northern soul-blaring trumpets,” the ex- 
documentary maker explains. 

Those varied influences carry over into the makeup of the 


band, evenly balanced between white men like Parton, and the 


women: black Londoner MC Ninja, Japanese drummer Chi, 
and German multi-instrumentalist Silke. “I did want to get 


girlie-female kind of stuff meets funky-Motown kind of stuff, 


and I had to have people that kind of worked from different 
backgrounds in a way. I 
know I didn’t want to be 
another four-blokes-with- 
guitars kind of band,’ he 
says. “Maybe that’s the way 
music might go in future.”

Se: s past: headlining Glastonbury. And in their cacoph- 
onous future: clearing the samples to allow the CD to be 
released in the States on BMG. “Boring stuff but a bit of 


heartbreaker, really,” says Parton, 31. “The CD might not be

talking about the recent London bombings, describes Go! 
Team as “worldly aware” but non-agitprop); though I'd guess 
they'd probably dig each other’s music. “I’m not going to lie,” 
says Hanna, who’s about to go for a swim in LA. “It’s a 
depressing time with Sandra Day O’Conner resigning. I’m 
worried about choice being taken away. Sexism is so natural- 
ized — people just take it as a normal state of affairs.” 

Like Go! Team, Le Tigre are trying the waters with a major 
label, and it’s been an “interesting experiment” on Universal, 
thus far, she says — Le Tigre haven't been able to get any MTV 
or radio airplay. “Some of that is we're women and they’ve 
already got Gwen Stefani so we just have to wait till she stops 


making music or something,” Hanna says, adding that they were 


told that if the trio put their lady faces on the single, DJs just 


wouldr’t play it, and that a woman fronting a band of dudes was 
’ more likely to get airplay. “I’m glad to be told it, though,” she 

says, continuing to say that that kind of advice and professional 

management has made a big difference for the band — now she 


can concentrate on other projects — she'd love to produce 
artists like Tami Hart or Beth Ditto. 

Still, it’s good to know that as we reminisce about one of 
Bikini Kill’s early Bay Area shows at 924 Gilman, Hanna can 
still tap into that familiar grrrly mixture of excitement and 
rage: “I can’t even express how important those experiences 


are now, seeing great bands like Nation of Ulysses and Huggy 


Bear every night on tour. I wish I took it more seriously. I 
damaged my vocal chords in that band. At the height of our 
popularity, we were playing places that were too small and

Charles said, during our latest R&B roundup, 

a.k.a. smoke break. “R. Kelly has serious issues.” 

The man speaks the truth: Kelly’s latest 
@ sonic soap opera sudses up a long laundry list 

of serious issues, including homosexuality in the church, 
police abuse of power, and that old Kelly favorite, the conse- 
quences of two-timing, sexaholic behavior. The five chapters 
of Kelly’s epic “Trapped in the Closet” (found in audio and 
video form on his new CD, TP3 Reloaded) pack more 
cliffhanger shenanigans into a quarter of an hour than One 
Life to Live manages to cram into a week of hour-long broad- 
casts. Wives cheating on husbands, husbands creeping on 
wives with men, interception schemes exacted by cops — as 
Kelly protests more than once during the saga, this is some 
“crazy-ass” shit by mainstream standards, marking the official 
moment that E. Lynn Harris’s potboiler sensibility has spilled 
over from the printed page onto the airwaves. 

On the rough chance that BET, VH1, and KMEL haven't 
been mainlining “Trapped in the Closet” into your dome, 
here’s a rough synopsis. Chapter one finds our protagonist 
and narrator (Kelly) waking up in an unfamiliar bed; before 
he has time to collect himself and vamoose, last night’s 
hookup, a girl named Mary, shoves him into an upright 
clothes compartment to hide as her husband heads for the 
bedroom door. The second chapter begins with Kelly coming 
out of the closet, his Baretta aimed and loaded, only to dis- 
cover that Mary’s husband, a pastor named Rufus, has been 
having a little affair of his own — the lucky someone soon 
arrives on the scene, and his name is Chuck, not Charlene. 
During chapter three, all four parties struggle to make sense of 
the mess; Mary’s real name is revealed to be Cathy, and Kelly’s 
protagonist finally scrams after he calls his own home and a man 
picks up the phone. 

There are two more chapters after that, but it might be better 
to simply imagine that the mysterious male voice on the other 
end of the line is Kelly’s own man on the side. The plotline 
becomes a bit wearisome, and the repetitiveness of the music — 
which remains essentially the same throughout — doesn’t help 
matters. But there are still some awe-inducingly absurd, megalo- 
maniacal moments to come. When (in chapter four) a cop car 
pulls over his character, Kelly uses his own voice to provide the 
sound of the siren. Not that much of a surprise, really, consider- 
ing all of the actors in the video version of “Trapped in the 
Closet,” male and female, are made to lip-synch their lines — 
lines that Kelly sings. (The likable sensitivity that Kelly brings to 
the character of Chuck is particularly interesting.) 

Another ludicrous trait that inspires sheer wonder is Kelly’s 
unwavering dedication to literalism. From “#!*@ You Tonight” to 
“Feelin’ on Yo Booty,” he’s never been one to dabble in artful sim- 
ile when he can state what’s going on in plainly clumsy terms; ~ 
among R&B lovers I know who loathe him, this is usually the 
first offense mentioned. Obvious title metaphor aside — a 
metaphor that, of course, becomes literal — “Trapped in the 
Closet” takes this tendency to new extremes, from the video's 
blow-by-blow re-creation of the lyrics, to the lyrics’ blow-by- 
blow description of what each character says and does. The tactic 
yields some real whoppers, such as chapter four’s final twist. Each 
segment ends with the last shocking word echoed, and when 
Kelly’s character discovers another man’s jimmy hood in his bed, 
listeners are treated to the exclamation “Oh my god, a rubber! 
(rubber! rubber! rubber! ...).” ’ 

As pop operettas go, we're worlds away from Freddie 
Mercury’s tortured confessions to his mother and tangos with 
Beelzebub. Or are we? “Trapped in the Closet” ’s one-man show 
could easily be interpreted as Kelly’s marathon race through 
many facets of a single, mightily conflicted psyche, a trek that 
touches on and flinches away from masculine, feminine, and 
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Certainly, this isn’t Kelly’s first venture into soap-operatic 
realms. Back in the late 90s, I wrote about his initial dab- 
bling, which took place within the remix of Kelly Price’s 
“Friend of Mine” single. There, Price’s tear-the-roof-off origi- 
nal became a soft sob story in which she called her daddy 
(Ronald Isley) to put her wayward husband (Kelly) in check. 
On the Isley Brothers’ 2002 “Contagious,” Kelly and Isley 
were at it — or at odds — yet again, with Isley’s grandfather- 
ly Mr. Biggs ready to use his gold-tipped cane as a weapon 
upon finding his young wife (Chanté Moore) in bed with 
Kelly’s player. 

A wild extension of those efforts, “Trapped in the Closet” 
| is one of those strange creations that’s simultaneously terrific 
(containing his best singing to date) and terrible. Its jugger- 
naut status in the face of Kelly’s recent public disgrace is 
worth comparing to the relatively timid reception Michael 
Jackson received upon releasing a track called “In the Closet” 
(back when it wasn’t so clear his closet contained Nancy 
Grace’s favorite on-air reading material, The Boy: A 
Photographic Essay). Whereas Jackson implored that it was 
best to keep things hidden, Kelly, already branded by shame- 
'W0aa Gaeer = (ul self-exposure, has no such qualms. Still, his opus would’ve 
ADVISORY been better if he’d brought different music to each chapter, 
EXPLICIT CONTERT rather than playing out a variety of scenarios over the same 
minimalist track. As a composer, he’s not exactly Verdi, even 
if each section begins with the type of foreboding drumroll

SEXUAL CONTENT that suggests a diva is about to be snuffed.

skill at layering and intertwining vocal melodies and harmonies: “Believe” will 
have you doing just that. There are a few missteps, such as “Until,” which places 
some ungainly autobiography over a played-out Isley Brothers sample. But for the 
most part, The Love Experience is a pleasurable one — better music than Musiq, 
with a richer flow than D'Angelo — that suggests DeVaughn will be around for 
quite some time to come. 

Slow-burning, authoritative voices are rare these days, as vainglorious whiny 
preeners who've spent more time at the gym than in record stores reign supreme. 
That's what made Anthony Hamilton’s emergence in 2003 with Comin from 
Where I'm From so refreshing; erase all glances at Hamilton's array of awful 
trucker caps from your visual data banks, and you'd swear that Bill Withers had 
returned, fiercer than ever. Not that Hamilton didn’t assert his own artistic identity 
on that disc, one so well developed that it's no surprise to discover the album was 
hardly his first. (He first unleashed some neo-soul, before it took, with 1996's 
XTC.) Just released, Soulife (Atlantic/Rhino) dates from 1999 to 2001, when 
Southern-born and -raised Hamilton bounced from a stay in NY to record with 
Soulife, a label that housed and nurtured its artists under one Beverly Hills roof. 
The grooves are relatively sedate, and Hamilton doesn’t draw power from his own 
hard knocks the way he does on his breakthrough. But no other male singer today 
has Hamilton’s smoky authority.

kip James was one of the earliest recorded Delta bluesmen. He is worth 

listening to even though he never sold his soul to the devil for fame, 

something the best blues artists did at one time or another. 

Actually that statement is false. This may sound kind of controver- 

sial, but blues musicians did not really sell their souls to anyone. That 
idea was created by John Hammond, a white folkie-writer type who worked 
for Columbia Records and made up all kinds of stuff when he was promot- 
ing the recordings of Robert Johnson. He said Johnson’s singing was tor- 
tured and doomed because Johnson lived with the knowledge that his soul 
was going to hell for his everlasting fame — and then everybody copied him. 

This seems a little far-fetched, 
because Johnson died penniless, 
and you would think he might 
have sold his soul for fame and 
fortune for himself, rather than 
for Columbia, which has always 
profited from Johnson’s notori- 
ety. Elijah Wald’s book Escaping 
the Delta: Robert Johnson and the 
Invention of the Blues (Amistad) 
takes the facts of Johnson’s life 
and the myths that white ass- 
holes made up about him and 
adds them up. As it turns out, 
those myths about blues musi- 
cians being consorts of Satan 
were made up to sell records. Sure seems that way, anyway. Maybe Johnson’s 
voice sounds pained because that’s the way he sang. And it sounds creepy 
because the shit was recorded with two cans strung together, practically. 

James, as was the case with many blues artists, came to prominence 
(outside of the more local fame he enjoyed 30 years before) in the 60s 
when the college kids were really trying to make friends with every near- 
dead blues guy they could find. James has been cited as an early teacher of 
Johnson himself, and his song “Devil Got My Woman?” is regarded as a 
blueprint for Johnson’s own “Hellhound on My Trail,” which started all the 
trouble in the first place. 

Born in Bentonia, Miss., in 1902, James traveled around playing blues 
until the mid-’30s, in the process cutting 16 sides of what is called “Bentonia 
Blues,” a style James was proficient in, for Vanguard Records. Soon after, he 
became extremely disillusioned with the music industry, gave up playing, 
and became a minister. James didn’t play music professionally again until 
the aforementioned revival of the 1960s. He was in the hospital when Delta 
blues colonist John Fahey found him and set him back to work playing the 
Newport Folk Festival alongside the recently unearthed body of Mississippi 
John Hurt. James was recorded at that time, and in 1968, Vanguard released 
Devil Got My Woman. That record is a collection of songs James had been 
playing back in the ’30s, and its pristine recording makes the album I am re- 
viewing here, Hard Time Killin’ Floor (Yazoo), necessary. Hard Time Killin’ 
Floor includes the original, superearly recordings of James when he was a 
25-year-old kid making money by entertaining people with songs, 

The sound quality on Hard Time Killin’ Floor is really tinny, but that is 
kind of the point, right? There’s something about blues that makes it sound 
truly horrendous when it’s recorded all nice and clean. For proof of this lis- 
ten to, I don’t know, 99.9 percent of all blues. 

Anyway, James has never really been one of these blues guys everyone said 
was in league with Satan, which probably explains why he’s somewhat ob- 
scure. He does, however, have a very eerie falsetto voice. And he plays guitar 
in a very unconventional manner, in an open tuning and with all kinds of 
rhythmic breaks and unpredictable shifts in tempo. Is this enough reason to 
listen to his music? Well, the guy’s dead and gone forever, and the money 
spent on his records goes directly to his exploiters, so I would say don’t lis- 
ten to it. 1 wouldn’t listen to any old blues reissues if I were you. But if you 
are gonna listen to James, if you just can’t get enough of that old-cimey 
sound, check out Hard Time Killin’ Floor’s track six, which is the original 

version of “I’m So Glad.” Cream did a lame British blues-rock version of it 
back in the ’60s. #. .

of-print Hallucinations. One of the 
larger pieces in “Bay Area Now 4” pres- 
ents a cosmology of Taylor’s many 
influences, which range from classic 
sci-fi sources such as 2001: A Space 
Odyssey to electronic musician Michael 
Stearns. Looking at it, it’s no surprise to 
hear Loomis was impressed by the 
recent Mark Lombardi exhibit at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts. 

But whereas Lombardi’s frightening 
maps of corporate and political power 
were presented along a hallway, Loomis 
has opted for Taylor’s work to be pre- 
sented in a more enclosed setting he 
hopes will magnify its impact. One of 
the most compelling, and in some ways 
most appealing, aspects of Taylor’s 
mandalas is their personal rendering of 
technology. “It just so happens that the 
fiber rings in telecommunications mir- 
ror the mandala elements,” Loomis 
notes with a gleam in his eye. “There's 
a whole logic to each connection in the 
drawings.”

Sufjan Stevens 
Illinois (Asthmatic Kitty) 


The task that faces Sufjan Stevens, a planned 
50-disc series of gentle folk-pop honoring 
every state in the union, is mighty big. They 
Might Be Giants’ John Linnell only managed 
to produce one album of state songs, possibly 
more than we'll ever really need, and at num- 
ber two, Stevens's project is already showing 
some signs of wear. With just a handful of solo 
albums (he’s also an honorary member of the 
Danielson Famile), he has clearly cut his sty- 
listic path, but at the same time he finds him- 
self treading dangerously close to becoming 
too precious — and too kitschy — for his 
own good. 

Even with that in mind, though, it’s tough to 
deny Stevens's songwriting mastery. He fa- 
vors off-kilter time signatures, which seem to 
mimic the pacing of his last state record, 
Michigan, by scattering 3/4 and 5/4 lullabies 
throughout. But while the piano and horn 
arrangements are familiar, they're no less 
sweet, and his voice — one that in the figura- 
tive sense performs like a character in a Jim 
Jarmusch film, often pulling from Illinois's 
most unknown people and places — is about 
as gentle as they come. 

Michigan, Stevens's ode to his home 
state, was driven by personal reflection, but 
on Illinois, his tune generator required a bit 
of Method acting. Yet the distorted history 
lesson teases out some fantastic tales. “The 
Man of Metropolis Steals Our Hearts” inter- 
polates Superman’s journey to showcase the 
city of Metropolis, Ill, (///inois’s cover once 
boasted a painting of Superman but was 
pulled on its release day last week because 
of a cease-and-desist order from Time 
Warner and DC Comics), and “Come on! Feel 
the Illinoise!,” a two-parter that starts with a 
Vince Guaraldi—type piano riff and slowly 
grows into its elegant second movement 
(subtitled “Carl Sandburg Visits Me in a 
Dream”), gently toys with nostalgia for the 
state's most noted poet. His skillful fiddling 
with the past — and its tendency to be 


skewed by memory, experience, conflicting 
research, and seldom-told anecdotes — is 
quite playful and entertaining; “The Seer’s 
Tower” (sic) and “John Wayne Gacy, Jr.” pro- 
vide fine examples. But after two pretty sim- 
ilar stabs at it, the question isn't so much 
will Stevens complete the project but should 
he? Sufjan Stevens plays Sun/17—Mon/18, 
Great American Music Hall, SF.

Longwave 
There’s a Fire (RCA) 


Losing track of Longwave and their last 
album, The Strangest Things (RCA), was really 
easy amid all the Interpol-ing, Stroke-ing, and 
other retro revivals happening two years ago. 
A part of that stemmed from their then-sound: 
Their brand of post-punk peppered with a 
heavy dose of U2 wowed at the onset but felt 
increasingly familiar with repeated listening. 
Moreover, guitarist Steve Schiltz sang on top 
with an everyman voice that never matched 
the atonal ennui of Julian Casablancas or the 
shell-shocked romanticism of Paul Banks. 
Longwave just seemed to be the band next 
door — they were that great group who were 
better than anyone else in the neighborhood 
but you never needed to lock up your daugh- 
ters to keep them away. 

Their third full-length, There's a Fire, 
changes all that. Longwave still keep to their 
established trademark of delayed and effected 
guitars among danceable grooves, but they 
add more elements to the pot, including 
falsetto vocals, guitar solos, and daring 
arrangements. With producer Jon Leckie on 
board, it should come as no surprise that the 
record, particularly on the orchestrated “Heart 
Attack,” occasionally recalls Radiohead’s The 
Bends (Capitol). Elements of the Flaming Lips 
shine through as well on the Soft Bulletin- 
esque piano ballad “The Flood” and the 
Yoshimi-style electro-folk of “Underworld,” re- 
plete with Wayne Coyne falsetto. The 
Strangest Things producer and longtime 
Flaming Lips collaborator David Fridmann re- 


ally left his mark on the band, though the 
change didn't become apparent until now. 

But that seems to suggest Longwave have 
made a solely derivative effort. Not so. A sense 
of adventure permeates every track precisely 
because of the band’s everyman character. 
There’s a ferocity of intent in the title track and 
the powerful “River (Depot Song),” which in- 
cludes expansive dynamics and guitar solos. 
Those songs match the album cover and 
sleeves adorned with drawings of Cerberus, a 
kraken, and other imaginary beasts. Elsewhere, 
the band cross surf rock with Nirvana on the 
hyper “We're Not Gonna Crack.” Finally, the 
presence of two instrumentals surprises the 
most. “Dancing in the Night” revels in moody 
synthesizer and shimmering guitar textures 
straight out Pink Floyd’s Dark Side of the Moon. 
With Carlos Anthony Molina on saxophone, the 
hidden track “Sea Monster” veers into down- 
town New York territory with its sprawling Albert 
Ayler techniques and rock 'n’ roll foundation. 
Who knew the guys next door had skeletons like 
these in their closet? Next item rescued from 
the mothballs: leisure suits. (Alex K. Fong) 


Various artists 
Classic Southern Gospel 
(Smithsonian Folkways) 


The divide between Bill Monroe's keening 
countertenor and Benny Martin’s booming 
bass on a performance of the 19th-century 
hymn “When He Reached Down His Hand for 
Me” would be wide enough to drive a semi 
through if it weren’t for Mac Wiseman’s tenor 
and Don Reno's baritone filling in the harmo- 
ny. Monroe’s trill-driven mandolin solo and 
Wiseman’s strumming acoustic guitar are the 
only nonvocal sounds heard on this 1965 
meeting of bluegrass titans. It’s an especially 
bone-chilling example of bluegrass gospel 
harmony, and one of the strongest songs of 
the 22 compiled by producer Kip Lornell from 
the Folkways catalog for this overview of 
white Southern gospel music. 

RCA Victor cornered the market for main- 
line Southern gospel during the '50s and '60s,

| don’t believe in reincarnation, but | sure do believe that the tortured 
soul of bluesman Robert Johnson lived inside the Wu-Tang Clan's OF 
Dirty Bastard. “Crossroads,” Johnson’s best-known song, shows him 
falling to his knees at the juncture of sin and salvation and praying 
for strength in his losing battle against earthly temptations. ODB’s 
work shows a man a mile or two farther down the road to hell, but 
battling updated versions of the same ghosts and monsters. 

Had Johnson lived in a world choking on popular culture, per- 
haps he'd have suffered the same humiliation that reduced ODB to 
a cartoon figure whose artistic profile was measured by his rap 
sheet — one bizarre arrest after another. But give The Definitive Oi 
Dirty Bastard Story a serious listen, and you'll find a modern-day 
“sufferer” singing the blues as surely as Johnson or Jimmy Cliff's 
Ivan in The Harder They Come. 

The package includes of the full range of ODB flavas — a kind of 
randomly amplified sampling of the human condition — and there’s 


no denying the shit is good, My playlist begins with the fabu- 
lously funky “Got Your Money” (produced by the Neptunes) 
and goes on to the included “Brooklyn Zoo,” “Shimmy Shim- 
my Ya,” and “Cold Blooded.” But give a listen to “Good Morn- 
ing Heartache,” on which, for real, ODB gives Lady Day a run 
for her money in his own soul-scraping fashion. 

Definitive also offers a DVD that includes a track innocu- - 
ously titled “Box Talk Interview,” and it’s not a bad place to 
begin listening because it captures ODB at his raw, raving 
best. At one point, while positioning himself in the Wu-Tang 
hierarchy, he breaks off into a “Bad, Bad Leroy Brown” riff, 
which evolves into a vision of salamanders and piranhas so 
bent that even his Clan homies, standing behind him, can 
barely contain themselves. Ultimately, the world couldn't con- 
tain the man, and last November ODB slipped off into the 
night at age 35. He did a lot of living in a short while (he left 
behind a small army of children as well as his music). This 
isn’t a bad way to remember him. (J.H. Tompkins)

with many of the genre’s superstars under 
contract, including the Blackwood Brothers 
and the Statesmen (the two quartets most 
adored by the young Elvis Presley). Folkways, 
with its vastly smaller budget and decidedly 
noncommercial philosophy, instead captured 
the rural side of the equation. Much of it is of 
the bluegrass variety, and many of the per- 
formers are well-known. Besides the afore- 
mentioned four, they include Doc Watson, 
Frank Wakefield, Hazel Dickens, and the 
Country Gentlemen. 

In addition to these and other professional 
musicians, vocalists for whom music was 
simply a component of Sunday worship are 
also represented. These performances are 
ess polished and, in some ways, more deeply 
elt. This is particularly true of the compila- 
tion’s earliest and newest tracks. The dozen 
Taw voices of the Old Harp Singers of Eastern 
ennessee heard on “Wondrous Love” from 
1951 suggest revival meetings of a half cen- 
ury earlier, while a haunting reading of “I'm 
Going to a City” by the Indian Bottom Associa- 
tion of Old Regular Baptists from 1993 might 
have come from an African American store- 
front church — if it weren’t for the singers’ 
nasal tonalities. Lornell discusses the cross- 
pollination of black and white styles, along 
with denominational issues, in the CD’s richly 
detailed 25-page booklet.

Kinski 
Alpine Static (Sub Pop) 


The songs of Alpine Static are built on the 
same two- or three-chord rock patterns that 
every 15-year-old blares on the Marshall 
stacks in Guitar Center: Duh-duh-duh-da-duh- 
duh (repeat). String a few of them together and 
the resulting drone sounds something like 
Sonic Youth climaxing with any band that has 
“explosions” or “fire” in their name — if all 
were stripped of their juicy parts and baked 
skinless in a hot cliché. The Seattle foursome’s 
nine-minute songs (and even three- or six- 
minute songs) stumble through a desert of 
power chords with no oasis in sight, at least 
not from the psych-noodling that, like the 
prairie wind, rarely ceases or goes anywhere. 
(It’s just depressing to follow a guitar lead or 
chord progression and feel it wandering aim- 
lessly. Where am | being taken? Why do all 
these walls look the same? Make it stop!) 

This senseless repetition is ostensibly jus- 
tified by the band’s claims of minimalism — a 
la Steve Reich or Terry Riley — as an influ- 
ence. But that music isn’t as simple as Kinski 
want it to be. In these composers’ works, tex- 
tures constantly morph. Their use of repetition 
is almost incidental and creates a mental im- 
pression that somehow transcends the indi- 
vidual musical figures. 

Kinski's figures strike like speed bumps 
in a John Deere — going straight to the 
weary ass. Ouch. Kinski perform Fri/15, 
Amoeba Music, SF.

Genghis Khan 


Golden Bull, June 19 a 


fr Genghis Khan about a month ago. On my way home from the show, | 


thought to myself, “I should write the review as soon as | get in, so | don’t forget any- 
thing, and then when they ask me for it, it will be done, and | will have written it well, 
with the memories fresh in my mind.” Then | went home and did not write the piece. 
| was gonna write it at work the next day, but | played solitaire on my computer in- 
stead. | put in a good five hours of solitaire. My record is nine straight wins in a row. The 
rest of the workday was spent eating, reading ESPN.com, writing the most hilarious 
e-mails that ever fucking existed, and listening to “Squank,” by ZZ Top, over and over. 

The next day was much the same except | listened to Soundgarden a lot instead. 
Say what you want — | hated Soundgarden when they were popular myself, but now, 
years upon years later, | hear their music very differently. Soundgarden were fucking 
heavy. “Burden in My Hand” and “Fell on Black Days” are awesome songs. Chris Cor- 
nell sang like he had braided hair on his chest. And as for the whole grunge thing, 
which was about putting your feelings about heroin out there with loud guitars under- 
neath — well, Soundgarden weren't as offensive about their angst as others were. The 
band’s songs still sound heavy, and Cornell's pleas for understanding sound as genuine 
as the dead guy from Alice in Ghains sounds whenever you hear the one where he’s all, 
“What's my drug of choice? Well, what have you got?” It seems to me that grunge is 
more interesting now that it is universally hated than it was when everyone was 
singing along to “All Apologies.” 

Anyway, the point during the grunge years was to rock and be loud. That seems to 
have gotten lost in the shuffle in the past few years. Being loud is easy. It’s the ability to 
rock that’s not so easy. For the record, | hate the sound of that — “the ability to rock” 
or any time the word “rock” is used as a verb. It sounds like | have my head up my ass. 
But | don’t Know how else to put it. 

This relates to the Genghis Khan show at the Golden Bull: Genghis Khan, a three- 
piece heavy boogie band from Oakland with a singing drummer, is one of pretty much 
zero bands — if you ask me — successfully attempting to unleash the ferocity of rock 
music. Which | think is important. Sometimes they sing about their feelings, which is 
unlike most hard rock and is what Soundgarden used to do. 

With each song built on a darting and jabbing riff that goes about half speed until the 
drummer makes everybody go wicked fast for a couple of minutes, the band actually 
sound like the ‘70s pre—stoner metal, Sabbath-worshipping band Pentagram. Penta- 
gram’s totally awesome early stuff was rereleased a couple of years ago on Relapse, 
on an album called First Daze Here: the Vintage Collection, which you should go buy 
after buying Genghis Khan’s 45 at their Myspace page (www.myspace.com/ 
genghiskhanrock). This single hopefully has the band’s best song, “God Damn,” on 
which they play a heavy boogie that sounds dirty and genuine and not like they just 
heard Sir Lord Baltimore last week. The drummer-vocalist yells, “God damn. God damn. 
It happened again’ in a sincere and funny way. Like it is honestly about being bummed, 
but humorous because you can identify with it. This is like the grunge mission state- 
ment, minus the funniness, though Genghis Khan do not play grunge. They play the 
same music people in the early 
'70s were making before hard 
rock became shiny. Boogying, 
psychedelic, and kinda stoned. 

The Golden Bull show was like 
a tantrum. They came onstage, 
set up, and seemed to be really 
psyched at first and then increas- 
ingly less so as they bashed 
through four or five songs, all with 
those bounding riffs and spastic 
drum solos. Then all of a sudden, 
the drummer just said, “OK. That’s 
it.” Like he was pissed about 
something. And they stopped: 

Genghis Khan are a relatively 
new band — they’ve been play- 
ing shows here and there and 
don’t really have much of a fol- 
lowing yet. But they have a clear 
idea of what they are doing, and 
that is playing rhusic that is loud 
and heavy, with lots of guitar 
solos, drum freak-outs, and 
yelling. They are nowhere near 
being “cool,” so there is still 
something charming about them. 
Check them out before they get 
ruined by people going to their 
shows and writing about them.

Bergen, SF, Paris, Munich ...

Cre | might typically come off as some high-brow cultural aesthete, foisting on you each week my 


well-balanced accounts of and thoughts on our fair city’s club scene, but deep down within me 
there’s a longing to do two wild and crazy things: write High Fidelity-style dissertations on how pop 
music affects my daily life, and sing from the rooftops. 

My inspiration for both lately has been the comprehensively archived back catalog of Gallic pop king Serge 
Gainsbourg. But while prancing delicately around the room and crooning “Ford Mustang” to my heart's con- 
tent, I’ve realized that even Gainsbourg’s masterpieces can use a little tweak now and again. Enter his 1979 
dub and reggae experiments with Rita Marley and Sly and Robbie, titled Aux Armes et Cetera (Polydor), and 
‘the figurative ‘scents of Gitanes and ganja mingle.together for a sound clash all their own. 

Perhaps Norwegian singer Annie’s.peppy hybrid isn’t quite as unexpected as Parisian-pop-meets- 
Kingston dub, but her Mighty show July 1 definitely found her adapting the sounds of Gainsbourg's vocal 
protégés Jane Birkin and Brigitte Bardot while volleying her own icy electro-chic shtick into the mix. With 
months and months of Internet-driven buzz behind her, the Bergen-born singer drew quite a cross-section of 
hip boys and girls, although ultimately her next-big-thing hype failed to follow through. Thin vocals and sound 
difficulties aside, the synchronicity between Annie and her DJ-programmer partner was sloppy throughout, and 
it practically fell apart during the hit “Heartbeat,” which played like an amateurish remix. Luckily for her, though, 
when a crowd is as hell-bent on having fun as this one was, Annie could do no wrong. And for me, Popscene 
resident Omar Perez’s opening set of killer electro-house tunes, including Chicks on Speed covering Tom Tom 
Club, and Droyds covering Squeeze, made for pretty much my all-time favorite DJ set since moving to SF nearly 
two years ago, and | kept the sweet taste in my mouth for days (and record store visits) to follow. 
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Everybody’s talkin’ ’bout ... pop 

So, with Annie’s faltering performance fresh on my mind, | strongly advocated that my recent day-job depar- 
ture sendoff take place at a karaoke joint, where I'd be free to confidently indulge my hankering to drunkenly 
belt out Dr. Hook’s “Sylvia’s Mother” or some other schmaltzy '70s radio hit. (Yeah, | know that one was never 
ahit.) But | found the Mint Karaoke Lounge is hardly the place for “k” greenhorns to test the waters. | mean, | 
can sing, just like | can run when | need to, but for those who definé the term with strict standards, these pipes 
won’t normally pass muster. Thanks, however, to a monopoly of the Ku’s playlist by the club’s regulars, an avid 
RuPaul fan, and a midweek corporate gathering, | escaped scott-free from any embarrassing ditty-singing du- 
ties. And later in the week, while standing in line for a screening of Me and You and Everyone We Know at the 
Lumiere and witnessing an absolute butcher job of Journey's “Don’t Stop Believin’” coming from the bar next 
door, | realized that Polk gulch’s Encore Karaoke Lounge is a bit more my speed. Don’t stop believin’ — inthe 


karaoke world, they’re words to live by.

Sorting out what matters from what doesn’t 
ends up being equally important in art and in life, which gets 
to the metaphorical nature of Reza’s moral. Much of the 
power of Reza’s play comes from the opportunities it affords 
the actors in conveying the tangle of tensions in the room, To 
this end, director Robin Stanton’s cast knows what the play’s 
about.

Martin’s deadpan 
Davis is dead-on, and as indisputably supreme as 
ever, in this tale of a cracked Southern belle living 
in a condemned mansion under a cloud of suspi- 
cion, following the death of her lover many years 
before. Joining Martin at the head of an engaging 
cast is international drag superstar Varla Jean Mer- 
man (a.k.a.

nightmare. Melrose’s staging and Raquel Bar- 
reto’s costumes (mixing period and contempo- 
rary accents) heighten this dreamlike timeless- 
ness, while Garth Petal’s sly, modern take on the 
tragic Scot suggests the blood-soaked warrior 
wouldn't be out of place in a corporate board- 
room. And while the intimacy defining their regi- 
cidal compact is not entirely persuasive, the cold 
intelligence and power lust of Lady Macbeth

The revival of artistic direc- 
tor Fisher’s award-winning 1994 musical come- 
dy — about a querulous and incestuous theater 
company rehearsing a musical version of Euripi- 
des’ drama — not only updates Greek tragedy 
for the tragically hip 21st century, it ups the ante 
for agenda-conscious gay theater by turning love 
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into a political weapon. Plotwise, the situation is 
simple: the openly gay leading man playing 

Jason (Nathan Baynard) finds himself falling for 
his charmingly jagged female costar (Sarah 
Mitchell), whose romantic advances may or may 
not be motivated by her desire to rescue Medea 
from the gay politics of the director (played by 
real-life writer-director Fisher). The overlapping 
polarities in the play-within-the-musical-within- 
the-play get increasingly complex (and hilari- 
ous). Along the way we're made to wonder about 
the mix of opportunism and selflessness in this 
thing called love, but also about what, if any- 
thing, a more unsettled concept of sexuality does 
to our politics in the first place. (Avila)

Along the 
way, nothing short of pure musical theater jus- 
tice is done to the humor, pathos, romance, and 
humanist spirit of a great melodrama.

What, the un- 
apologetically middle-class Brian Copeland asks, 
is the real meaning behind the phrase “a genuine 
black man”? By way of an answer, the stand-up 
comic and KGO radio host offers up a simulta- 
neously funny and disarmingly frank story 
about growing up African American in the racist 
suburb that was San Leandro in the early 1970s. 
Letting his narrative bounce back and forth be- 
tween his boyhood memories and a period of

Copeland brings admirable chops as a comedian 
to bear on some difficult and disturbing, if ulti- 
mately hopeful, material.

Four decades before 
The Goat began pushing past everybody’s comfort 
zones, Albee’s most famous play scathingly un- 
masked the shallow optimism and propriety of 
the 1950s with a little game of “get the guests.” In 


this domestic, if hardly domesticated, scenario — 
proving as vital as ever in Actors Theatre’s taut 
and terrific production — a young biologist 
(Daniel Hart Donoghue) and his repressed wife 
(Tara Donoghue) accept a late-night invitation to 
drinks at the home of a middle-aged couple, 
George (Christian Phillips) and Martha (Julia 
McNeal), unwittingly stepping into a marital bat- 
tle zone of Cold War proportions. Set at a small 
New England college in “New Carthage,” and 
written the year of the Cuban Missile Crisis, the 
willful explosion of private lives in a seemingly 
staid academic home comes freighted with “pub- 
lic” viciousness stretching back centuries. Charac- 
ters so drunk and yet so wonderfully, savagely ar-

The Beautiful Country The title of director

Hans Petter Moland’s drama applies to 
both Vietnam and the United States at var- 
ious points in the film. The title is also 
loosely ironic, as each location érects its 
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own hurdles for a half-Vietnamese, half- 
American refugee as he makes the harrow- 
ing journey to reconnect with his GI fa- 
ther. Representative of a generation of bui 
doi (“dust of life”), Binh (Damien 
Nguyen) flees his oppressive homeland in 
search of a chance for a better life selling 
shoes in America, but is cast into a process 
ripe with human traffickers who leech off 
the population’s desperation. There is a lot 
of hidden political history brought to light 
here, and Moland does well to call atten- 
tion to the ongoing humanitarian crisis 
caused by the American occupation of the 
last generation’s Iraq. The fault of the film 
may be its overreaching aim — it tries to 
cover too much ground, and ends up trim- 
ming some crucial narrative meat in the 
process. The plot feels elliptical at points, 
but becomes increasingly compelling once 
Binh reaches the US and connects with the 
war-weary Steve (played by the appropri- 
ately grizzled Nick Nolte), when the film 
finally achieves an appopriately melan- 
choly tone.

Happy Endings Proving again that she was 
the only cast member of Friends with hid- 
den talent, Lisa Kudrow steals writer-direc- 
tor Don Roos’s Happy Endings with her gift 
for playing un-Phoebe-like embittered 
cynics. This homage to the lighter side of 
family dysfunction runs in the same vein as 
a previous Kudrow triumph, Roos’s The 
Opposite of Sex. This time Roos lets loose 
his clever dialogue on a larger ensemble 
cast, all of whom are game for the script’s 
shadings of self-absorption. A wannabe 
filmmaker (Jesse Bradford) tries to black- 
mail Mamie (Kudrow) about a child she 
once gave up for adoption; her stepbrother 
Charley (Steve Coogan) and his partner, 
Gil (David Sutcliffe), become convinced 
that their lesbian friends lied about not 
using Gil’s sperm donation, since their 
baby is a dead ringer for him. Meanwhile, 
young, closeted Otis (Jason Ritter) loses his 
pretend girlfriend (Maggie Gyllenhaat) to 
his wealthy dad (Tom Arnold). Roos gives 
all his characters at least the hint of com- 
plexity, no doubt helped by the sarcastic, 
explanatory subtitles he places next to the 
action as a form of running commentary.

The Year of the Yao This surprisingly 
tender behind-the-basketball documen- 
tary examines the full-court press that hit 
Yao Ming when he left the fairly sheltered 
world of Chinese ball for a frenzied life 
with the Houston Rockets. Told from the 
perspective of Yao’s hired best friend, the 
boy-man translator who has to learn to 
speak NBA before he can translate it into 
Mandarin, the film bears witness to the 
crushing weight the world put on 21-year- 
old, seven-foot-six Yao’s shoulders.

French director Jacques Audiard (A Self- 
Made Hero, Read My Lips) comes this re- 
make of the 1978 James Toback neo-noir 
Fingers, though The Beat That My Heart 
Skipped works on its own terms — it’s 
even better if you haven't seen, or barely 
remember, the original. Romain Duris is 
Tom, the surly, mercurial son of a shady 
real estate magnate (Niels Arestrup) who 
uses his lone offspring as both presentable 
boardroom “suit” and as violent enforcer. 
Like his late concert-pianist mother, any 
refined side Tom might have appears to be 
long dead. Yet an unexpected meeting with 
mom’s former manager stirs a dormant 
fever. Tom recommences his own long- 
abandoned ivory tickling, taking on a Chi- 
nese-émigré instructor (Linh-Dan Pham) 
in preparation for a major audition. Al- 
ready high-strung enough, this additional 
pressure makes Tom even more anxious 
and distracted, angering his father and 
business partners. The handsome Duris 
looks a bit like Liam Gallagher, which is 
perfect since this protagonist seems more 
like an tantrum-prone, wiseguy-imperson- 
ating brat than the ticking bomb of oper- 
atic psychosis Harvey Keitel was in Fingers. 
Likewise, this smoother, less erratic (but 
also less memorable) version lacks the 
reckless pulp dementia of Toback’s film, as 
well as its more jarring bursts of violence 
and hostile sex. Still, in some ways less is 
more: A fairly outrageous story is easier to 
swallow here, its elements better integrat- 
ed without sacrificing melodramatic juice.

My Summer of Love It’s looking more 
like a summer of hate for 16-year-old 
Mona (Nathalie Press). With one parent

vanished, she’s stuck living in the pub they 
once ran with elder brother Phil (Paddy 
Considine), who wants to turn it into a 
“spiritual center” — and who was “a lot 
more fun” when his violent streak kept 
him in and out of jail. But escaping his 
usual cadre of praying born-agains one 
day, Mona makes the acquaintance of 
Tamsin (Emily Blunt), who needs a com- 
panion for her own semiexile. (Seems she’s 
been thrown out of boarding school for 
offenses she’s rather vague about.) Hardly 
your average Yorkshire village girl, Tamsin 
is impulsive, worldly, sophisticated, and 
confiding, with her own past family 
tragedy to share. She lives in a country 
manse that Mona soon'more or less moves 
into; Tamsin’s own parents are absent or 
indifferent to the point of nonexistence. 
So the two girls do the typical things teens 
do when they’re sure they won't get 
caught: drink, smoke, get high, play with a 
Ouija board, and play pranks of varying 
degrees of cruelty on people who've pissed 
them off. They also experiment sexually, 
and make vows of undying devotion that 
sound doomed even as they’re being said. 
It’s all quite idyllic, apart from Phil’s wor- 
ries that Mona needs “saving,” and apart 
from the flashes of abrupt maliciousness 
that sometimes make Tamsin seem like an 
unstable chemical that might blow up in 
one’s face any moment. Writer-director 
Pawel Pawlikowski (Last Resort) has craft- 
ed a hypnotic parable whose humid, over- 
ripe, infinitely ominous atmosphere re- 
calls early Peter Weir (especially Picnic at 
Hanging Rock). Scratch beneath the fasci- 
nating surface here and you might detect 
some reactionary concepts — female sexu- 
ality as a corrupting, Kali-like force, and 
lesbianism as something one is “seduced 
into.” And the big, shocking twist toward 
the end may not surprise you at all. Still, 
My Summer’s textural richness, unpre- 
dictable narrative details, and overall am- 
biguity make it one of the few films so far 
this year that can qualify as a must-see.

elying on a claim by the adoles- 
R= Silvana (Manuella Martelli) 

that “kids and drunks never lie,” 
director Andrés Wood recounts the 
story of the year preceding “Chile’s 
September 11” from her perspec- 
tive. Loosely based on Wood’s own 
recollection of the events surround- 
ing Pinochet's coup, Machuca 
spends considerable time delineat- 
ing the complexities of class divi- 
sion in Allende’s Chile. As the old 


order attempts to reconstitute its forces, Santiago’s poor rally behind their 
beloved but beleaguered socialist icon, increasingly aware of the looming 
threats from the right. St. Patrick’s, a prestigious Catholic boys’ school in the 
heart of Santiago, is home to liberation theologian Father McEnroe (Emesto 
Malbran), who is busy assembling his own crucible of class tension (exacerbat- 
ed by youthful hormone fluctuations). Pedro Machuca (Ariel Mateluna) enrolls in 
the school on scholarship, eventually bridging class and cultural divides to be- 
friend upper-middle-class Gonzalo (Matias Quer). The two navigate the rocky 
landscape that temporarily unites their worlds, and must come to terms with 
the irreconcilabilities of their experiences as the world around them unravels 
and everyone is forced to choose a side. According to Wood, Machuca is the 
first film to retell the events of this period made by someone who actually lived 
through them, and the results unearth an emotional reality of a unique revolu- 
tionary period in world history. This contribution provides an excellent compan- 
ion to the astonishing Battle of Chile, which uses documentary footage to exca- 
vate some corresponding political realities. (Rachel Odes)

The cheap south 


it took ages to get to Calabria. Landing in Rome on 

a cloudy, unseasonably cold April morning, we 

found ourselves — after an easy passage through 

customs and a short train ride into the city proper 

— with time on our hands. Three hours were 
spent dodging puddles and raindrops in a delightful 
stupor, fueled by doppio espressos, savory pastries, 
and freshly squeezed blood-orange juice. On the long 
train ride south, stupor yielded to pure exhaustion. 

Calabria is Italy’s far south, the southwestern- 
most region of the peninsula, the toe kicking Sicily. 
I'd always thought of Naples as southern Italy, but 
Lamezia Terme, where we finally alighted, is more 
than three hours south of that city by rail. It was as 
cold as Rome, and rainier, our hotel both ugly and 
gorgeous, with sunken, back-defeating beds and a 
room telephone that could have won a design 
award in 1978. We dined on crappy calzones in a 
bar across from the train station before dropping 
off to sleep. 

“We” was my mother and I, and our trip had 
been motivated by the standard North American 
fantasy of owning property in Italy. While visiting 
Sicily last fall, my mother had heard about inex- 
pensive apartments and houses in Calabria from a

tour guide she ended up befriending. He in turn 
ended up hosting us during our recent stay (in an 
immaculate apartment for well under 20 euros a 
night per person) and inviting us over for his wife’s 
fabulously spicy lunches and dinners. 

Calabria, it turns out, is one of the few places in 
Italy — or western Europe, for that matter — 
where middle-class Americans can find real estate 
bargains. We spent several days scouring both di- 
lapidated and renovated properties in seaside 
Pizzo, nearby Lamezia Terme and Vibo Valentia, 
and some rural villages further inland. 

Perhaps because we kept traditional forms of 
sightseeing to a minimum, or possibly because we 
were so warmly hosted by a Calabrian family, my 
understanding of the region was formed more by 
social interactions than sights or landmarks. Many 
of these took place over refreshments, or enormous 
meals, We were plied with espresso in the morning, 
grappa and wine in the afternoon and evening, and 
with filling lunches and multicourse dinners. 

Whether among friends or at restaurants, we ate 
fairly typical Italian fare, with notable regional 
variations. Tender rabbit popped up often on 
menus, and fagioli, or beans in olive oil, provided a

standard (and delightfully ample) lunch. The food 
was quite spicy, and many dinner tables were 
graced by a small bowl of dried peppers to be torn 
up and sprinkled over already fiery dishes. The 
local olive oil is deep and intense, the regional wine 
plummy and dramatic. Calabrians swear by the lat- 
ter as a cardiovascular aid for the elderly. 

The region has recently caught on as a sunny es- 
cape for Scandinavians and other northern Euro- 
peans, with Lamezia Terme serving as a hub for 


visitors in search of cheap beach vacation packages. ’ 


The sheer volume of these packages and charter 
flights heading south to Calabria suggests that the 
region is past the first wave of discovery. It remains 
to be seen how this touristic influx along the 
coastal edges will alter the friendly, welcoming spir- 
it of the place. 

Meanwhile, beyond the beaches, Calabria is 
largely rural, very beautiful, and quite unmani- 
cured. Small agricultural plots occupy much of the 
countryside, and forests are scattered throughout 
the region. Of the larger cities we visited, Lamezia 
Terme has little to offer, but Pizzo and Vibo Valen- 
tia are both charming. Pizzo’s main piazza, Piazza 
della Repubblica, is packed with outdoor cafés and 
gelaterias and connected to the coastal thorough- 
fare by a winding cobblestone road lined with 
small shops. Hugging the coastline, the town offers 
expansive views of the Tyrrhenian Sea. Vibo Valen- 
tia, further inland, is crowned by an 11th-century

castle that doubles as an archaeological museum 
and offers panoramic views of the entire region. An 
administrative center, Vibo Valentia has a less 
touristed feel than Pizzo, and while the charms of 
its parks and piazzas may be less obvious than 
those of Pizzo’s delightful Piazza della Repubblica, 
they captivate nonetheless. 

By the end of our short stay, my mother had de- 
cided to purchase a small house on a quiet street in 
an even quieter village. Its balcony faces waves of 
hills, which glowed green on a rain-soaked April af- 
ternoon. From the vantage point of her balcony, 
one looks out on a parallel Italy, a place adjacent to 
the familiar tourist trails but separate from them. I 
can’t wait to return. **
